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THAT FREE WHISKY PLANK 
KEPUBLICANS VERY SENSI- 

11VE ON THE SUBJECT. 
THE TARIFF DEBATE DRIFTS INTO POLI- 

TICS—MR. MILLS BOLDLY ASSAILS 

THE REPUBLICAN PLATFORM. 

WASHINGTON, June 28.—Between now 


and the final adjournment of Congress 
visitors to the Capitol are likely to hear 











quite as much political talk as legitimate 


legislative argument. There has been more 
or less of this sort of talk all this year, but 
now that the Democrats and Republicans 
have joined issue in their National Conven- 
tions there will be more of it than ever. 
The revenue reformers in the House of 
Representatives will have much to say 
about the free whisky and free tobaceo 
vlank in the Republican platform, They 
began on that subject to-day and 
very soon developed the fact that the 
Republicans do not like to hear that plank 
discussed. The Tariff bill was before the 
House, and Messrs. Baker, Brewer, Far- 
quhar, Milliken, and other Republicans 
were denouncing the putting of vegetables 
on the free list, when Mr. Mills took the 
floor and asked what part of the dill the 
Republicans would support and where they 
would agree to reduce taxation. The fact 
was, he said, the only thing the Republic- 
ans wanted was free whisky, as they had 
declared in the Chicago- platform. This 
stirred up Mr. J. D. Taylor of Ohio, who 
denied that the Republican Party favored 
free whisky. It was in favor of abolishing 
internal taxes, but the man who would de- 
liberately assert that the party was in favor 
of free whisky might be developed under 
the Darwinian theory for countless cycles 
of time without getting any higher, intel- 
lectually, than a “‘ brevet ass.” 

_Amid the laughter with which the Repub- 
licans greeted this remark Mr. Mills declared 
that the Republican platform said that the 

party favored the repeal of internal taxes. 
Lhere were shouts of ‘*No” from the Repub- 
licans, but Mr. Mills insisted that he was 
right. The platform, he said, favored tak- 
ing the tax off of alcohol used in the arts, 
and if that was not enough then the taking 
off of all internal taxes. The country un- 
derstood that to mean free whisky. Mr. Mills 
went on to point out that the large majority 
of the Republican Party was opposed to the 
extreme position taken by the Chicago 
Convention, but that convention had been 
lashed and scourged into favoring free 
whisky by the minority represented by 
William D. Kelley, who had promptly con- 
gratulated the convention upon coming to 
his position. The party had boldly de- 
clared in favor ot keeping the taxes on the 
necessaries of life, and demanded that the 
Treasury should be emptied by taking the 
tax off whisky. . 

Mr. Kelley did not relish this, and with 
great earnestness he insisted that he had 
never favored free whisky, but he wanted 
the internal revenue system wiped out be- 
cinuse that was a war measure. 

_ Both sides of the chamber were getting a 
little warm when Mr. Reed raised a laugh 
by saying that if the Republicans went in 
for tree whisky there wouldn’t be enough 
Democrats to make up an Electoral ticket. 
The laugh gave the House a chance to drop 
the subject, and the work of disposing of 
the Tavriif bill was resumed.

During debate on the Army Apprepriation 
bill in the Senate to-day Mr. Hawley offered 
an amendment to insert an additional sec- 
tion appropriating $750,000 for an army 
gun factory at Watervleit Arsenal, West 
Lroy, N. Y.; $5,000,000 for the purchase of 
steel for high-power coast defense guns of 
8, 10, and 12 inch calibre; $500,000 
for the purchase of submarine mines, 


cable galleries, and appliances to op- 
erate submarine mines, and $100,000 
for the purchase of submarine con- 


trollable 
Mr. Hawley addressed the Senate as to the 
importance and necessity of the amendment 
which he had oftered by direction of the 
Committee on Military Affairs. He made 
the broad statement that a nation of more 
tian sixty millions of people could not re- 
sist a first-class ship from China, Japaa, 
Chili, or any European nation. Any of the 
great ports of the country was open to 
capture by a fraction of the navy of any 
of the nations. Ships of war could gv 
past any of the forts and levy on the 
city. There was not in possession of the 
army on the coast a single modern built-up 
rifle gun, but only guns that killed more 
friends than enemies. He asked for the 
adoption of the amendment so that there 
might be a beginning of the manufacture 
of proper guns for coast fortifications, The 
American Government could not agree 
with any foreign Government without hav- 
ing something behind it. A foreign Govern- 
ment would laugh at the American Goy- 
ernment with a tremendous argument in 
its fist, but nothing behind it. 


As most of the Republican Senators have 
returned from Chicago, and all are expected 
to be here by Monday next, Mr. Hoar will 


ask the Senate to resume consideration of 
the fishery treaty on thatday. Mr. Hoar 
has the floor on the subject and is expected 
to make a vigorous attack wpon the Admin- 
istration for presuming to settle contro- 
versies that Republican Administrations 
left unsettled for so many years. 


While the Democrats realize that the 
tariff is to be the great issue of the coming 
campaign, they are not disposed to neglect 


some other matters which they think should 
be understood by the people. They are as 
averse as the Republicans elaim to be to 
entering into a campaign of personal detrac- 
tion and mud throwing. but they intend to 
see what there is in the publie records of 
Messrs. Harrison and Mortor. Special at- 
tention will be paid to Mr. Morton’s 
connection with the ‘Société Générale 
de Credit Industriel et Commercial” 
while he was the United States Minister to 
France, and the testimony taken by the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs in the 
Chih-Peruvian investigationin 1882 isnow 
being carefully studied. Mr. Morton need 
not be surprised therefore if he finds the 
Democrats making use of the fact that 
while he was Minister to France he became, 
as a member of the firm of Morton, Bliss & 
Co., interested in a contract with the Crédit 
Industriel for the sale of Peruvian guano 
and nitrates in the United States, and that 
this contract was contingent upon the in- 
tervention of the United States Govern- 
ment in the troubles between Chili, Peru,and 
Bolivia by which the concessions claimed 
by the Crédit Industriel were to be recog- 
nized and secured. ee

HARD .ON THE OHINAMEN. 





APPARENTLY DOOMED TO PERPETUAL 
IMPRISONMENT. : 
TACOMA, Washington Territory, June 28. 
-—In the District Court to-day a question of 
great importance under the Chinese Restriction 
act was heard and determined. A numberof | 
Chinamen had been arrested under that act 
soon after cossing the British Columbia line 
for being unlawfully in the United States. 
They were tried at Seattle and sent to the 
United States penitentiary at McNeill’s Island, 
in this eounty, for six months. The term of 
some of them expired some time ago, and under 
sentence of the court the United States Marsbal- 


for Washington Territory took a number of these 
men to British Columbia, but the authorities 
there refused to allow them to land without 

ayment of. the tax, $50,imposed under their 
aws. This the Marshal had no authority to 
pay, and accordingly took the prisoners back to 
the penitentiary, where they now are. Thirty- 
five have served out their sentence. A writ of 
habeas corpus was sued out in behalf of Num 
Choey, one of the number, and the case was 
made atestone, Judge Nash decided that the 
Marshal sud Warden of the penitentiary had 
no authority to detain the meu in the peni- 
tentiary, and were clearly in contempt of 
courtin not having returned them to British 
Columbia. He granted a stay of proceedings 
under the writ until July 6,in order that the 
Marsbal might communicate with the author- 
ities at Washington before setting the men free. 

The Marshal says he will, In accordance with 
the further ruling of the Judge, rearrest the 
men a8 8000 as they are get free, and bring them 
again before the court on a second charge of be- 
ing uniawfully within the territory of the United 
States. The Chinese are in thia situation: They 
cannot get out of the United States unless some 
ene will pay their British tax, and they are lia- 
bie to be sentenced twice a yearto a six months’ 
term in the penitentiary as long as they live. 
Their only chance of relief lies in either the 
Government of the United States paying the 
tax, or one of the Chiness companies paying it, 
or producing the receipt of the original payment 
to the British authorities on behalf of these men, 
who are believed to be in their hands. There 
are about 100 more Chinese 1a the penitentiary 
whose term for the same offense will shortly ex- 
pire, and these are the only Chinumen in this 
part of the country. 





HIS WEDDING SUIT OR DEATH.

WHY A SILLY BOSTON MAN COMMITTED 
SUICIDE. 

BosTon, June 28.—A tailor’s delay in fin- 
ishing a wedding suit when promised was the 
cause of George H. Gibsou’s desperate sui- 
cide by putting a bullet in his brain this 
morning. Gibson, whois a@young man, is em- 
ployed by the Boston Electric Company, and 
resided at 19 Wellington-street. He was to have 
been married last evening to Miss Lillian Chand- 
ler of Chelsea at the house of Col. W. 8. Long of 
Jordans, Marsh & Co. The bride was waiting, 
the guests were present, andthe minister came, 


but the bridegroom was missing. The anxious 
parties waited until nearly midnight, but the 
missing man could not be found and the arty 
dispersed. 

It was nearly 9 o’clock this morning before 
the cause of Gibson’s Run-appearan¢ee was 
Known. Shortly aiter 5 o’clock the police of the 
ifth Division found Gibsou lying on the side- 
walk ou Weilington-street with a bullet hole in 
his head. He was taken hume and soon after 
removed to the City Hespital, where he died, 
Col. Long visited him at the hospital, and the 
only excuse the young man had to offer for his 
strange conduct was that his wedding suit had 
not arrived and he could not have the ceremony 
performed without it, and as the marriage could 
not take piace he did not wish tu live. Miss 
Caardler, the young lady who has been placed 
in such a cruel position, is well known 1m this 
city and vicinity asa violinist of much talent. 
Gibson had always berne a good reputation and 
held a very responsible position. It is reported 
that there is 4 taint of insanity in the family. 





SHERIDAN’S TRIP POSTPONED. 

WASHINGTON, June 28.—At the hour fixed 
for Gen. Sheridan's removal from his sick room 
to the steamer Swatara this morning, rain was 
coming down in terrents and the transfer was 
not to be thought of. After a time the rain 
6eassd, but the chilly wind remained and the 
storm was soon renewed. By noon it was 
evident that the patient could not be taken to 


the steamer to-day, and the doctors and nurses 
settled down for another night in Washiugton. 
To-nigit it is still raining. If the weather 
clears up to-morrow, the voyage in search of 
better air will begin then. Col. Kellogg and Gen. 
sSheridan’s children left for Nonquitt this after- 
noon by rail. The physicians say there has been 
no material change in the Generai’s condition 
to-day, but the cooler weather which came with 
the rain has veen very agreeable to him.

9 P. M.—Gen. Sheridan seems to be more com- 
fortable since the weather has grown cooler.

THE LANIAG REPLIES TO THE 
ROYAL SPEECH. 

MUCH POPULAR ENTHUSIASM AROUSED 
BY THE KING’S WORDS—OFFICIAL 
CHANGES FORESHADOWED. 

BERLIN, June 28.—The “opening of the 
Diet was a littie inferior in pomp and dignity 
to the epening of the Reiehstag. The heat was 
80 intense that Count Bocholtz fainted. 

The National Zeitung says that the Emperer’s 
speech will fill the country with confidence at 
the very outset of his reign. The Post says: 
“The Prussian people will hear the royal words 
with grateful hearts and vow to the Emperor 
unshakable fidelity and devotion.” 

The Landtag, by a unanimous vete to-day, 
agreed upon an address in reply to King Will- 
iam’s speech. There was no debate upon the 
motion for the adoption of the reply. The 
members of the House upon separating cheered 
the King. 

Itis reperted that Emperor William has re- 
nounced the idea of crowning himself and his 


consort at Konigsberg. No further amnesty 
decrees will be issued. 

Emperor William has writterm a letter appoint- 
ing the Grand Dukeof Baden ‘‘General Oberst,” 
with the rank of tield marshal, as a token of 
gratitude for his important services in restoring 
the empire and fer his affection and paternal 
and useful counsel. 

The Kreuz Zeitung associates the resignation 
of Gen. von Caprivi with important questions 
regarding the organization of the navy. 

The Host says that Prince Bismarck, while 
conversing yesterday with prominent members 
‘of the upper house of the Prussian Diet, spoke 
ta ge y of the prospect for permanently peace- 

ul times. 


Lonpon, June 28.—The Berlin corre- 
spondent of the St. James’s Gazetie states that 
Gen. von, Caprivi, chief of the Imperial Admi- 
raity, has tendered his resignation of that office, 
as well as the office he holdsin thearmy.

THE PANAMA CANAL LOTTERY. 

Panis, June 28.—The subscriptions to the 
Panama Canal loan so far as known amount to 
32,500,000f. Panama Canal shares have risen 
27f. from the lowest price reached yesterday. 

LONDON, June 28.—The correspondent of 
the Exchange Telegraph Company says that 


about two-thirds of the Panama loan has been 
subscribed for, and that the remaining third 
will be taken by a syndicate of bankers. Noth- 
ing regarding the loan has been ofiicially pub- 
lished, 

A dispatch from Paris to Reuter’s Telegram 
Company says the subscriptions are more satis- 
factory than was expected. Although the loan 
has not been entirely covered, the remainder 
will finally be taken up.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

RoME, June 28.—Prince Tichnowsky, 
the German envoy to the Vatican to announce 
the accession of Emperor William, was received 
with great ceremony by the Pope te-day. Mer. 
Galimberti will proceed to Berlin with a letter 
from the Pope to Emperor William, 

At a meeting of the Sacred College to-day 
the Pope declared himself opposed to Catholics 
participating im political elections in Italy. 

The principal point of the Pope's second 
rescript relating to Ireland will be the Vatican’s 
absolute neutrality in politica. 


Mapkrib, June 28.—The Cortes has re- 
jected, by a vote of 134 to 36, propesals to 
inerease the duties on foreign agricultural 
produee and cattle. 


Paris, June 28.—Despite the opposition 
of MM. Floquet and Rouvier the Chamber of 
Deputies to-day adopted a motion of the Right 
that the personal attendance ofa majority of the 
menibers of the Budget Committee and of the 
other Parliamentary committees be henceforth - 
hecessary to the validity of votes in committees. 
M. Rouvier opposed the proposal as tending to 
open the doors to obstraction, while M. Floquet 


objected to the measure because he thought it 
was calculated to retard business. 

The Cabinet Council have decided to invite the 
provincial Mayors, numbering 2,900, to attend 
a review in the Champ de Mars on July 14, and 
to be present at a banquet to be given after the 
review. All the Councilors-General, Senators, 
and members of the Paris Municipal Govern- 
ment will also be invited to the festivities, 

A syndicate bas agreed to lend to the Panama 
Canal Company, on condition that unsold bonds 
amounting to 30,000,000f. be deposited as 
security on immediate advance of one-sixth of 
the nominal vaiue, the bonds to be sold at the 
cenvenience of the syndicate and the proceeds 
to be hauded to the company, less the advance, 
the interest, and a commission of 7sf. per 
bond. It is believed that tnis will carry the 
company for 18 months without the necessity of 
making a fresh appeal for funds. 


PestH, June 28.—At the closing of the 
session of the Delegatiens to-day, Count Kal- 
noky, Imperial Foreign Minister, conveyed to 
the Delegates the special thanks of Emperor 
Francis Joseph for their devotion and for the 
patriotic unanimity with which they had ful- 
filled their important and difficult duties. 
Count Kalnoky said the Imperial Ministry were 
also grateful for the readiness of the Delegates 
to meet the Ministry’s views and for the confi- 
dence displayed by them in their imperial 
policy. Premier Tisza said he hoped that the 
allied powers, which were earnestly desirous of 
peace compatible with a fair status, would suc- 
eeed by energétic diplomatic action in consol- 
idating-affairs without disturbing peace, so that 
there would cease to be any necesaity for such 
sacrifices as had recently been made by European 
States. Upon separating, the Delegates gave 
three cheers for the Emperor.

HE WAS TRIED FOR TREASON. 


THE DEATH OF THOMAS?® B. LINCOLN IN 
‘ MARYLAND. 

ELKTON, Md., June 28.—Thomas B. Lin- 
coln, the only person who wae tried for treason 
during the war of the rebellion, died at his farm 
near this place to-day in the seventy-fifth year 
of his age.-He was the son of Abe F. 
Lincoln and Eleanor’ Blodgett Lincoln, 
and was born in Philadelphia April 
27, 1813. He was a grand nephew 


of Gen. Lineoln of Revolutionary fame, and on 

his mother’s side was descended from the Rev. 

William Smith, w distinguished Episcopal di- 

vine, a graduate of the University of Aberdeen, 

Scotiand, a Provest of the on of Philadel- 
hia, and the founder of Washington College at 
Shestertown, Ky. 

Mr. Lincoln's father died when his son was a 
child. The son was educat in Huntingdon 
County, Penn., just after 6 unnexacion of 
Texas. He went there as the agent of New- 
York capitalists, and engaged in the purchase 
of Texas scrip and head right land, in which he 
was very successful, and soon amassed a large 
fertune. He took an active part in politics, and 
was acquainted with many of the leading poli- 
ticians of the State and influential members of 
the Knights of the Golden Cirele, and acted as 
their agent in the Northweat for a while after 
the commencement of the war of the rebellion. 
It was while acting in this capacity in Cincin- 
nati that he was arrested in August, 1861, and 
subsequently put on trial for treason before the 
United States Cireuit Court in that city. One of 
the most damaging things which the trial dis- 
closed was the possession of a letter from Jesse 
D. Bright, United States Senator, introducing Mr. 
Lincoln to Jeff Davis. For the writing of this 
letter Bright was subsequentiy expelled from 
the Senate. Mr. Lincoin’s counse) succeeded in 
having the indictment quashed, and he was 
allowed to go South. 

Mr. Lincoln was an intimate friend of Alex- 
ander H. S.ephens, the Vice-President of the 
Southern Confederacy, with whose approbation 
he came North early in 1865, and put the Fed- 
eral authorities at Washington in possession of 
information which they used in hastening the 
downfall of the Confederacy. Subsequently he 
was appointed to a lucrative position in the 
Custom House in New-York, his duties be- 
ing to look after confiscated cotton. Mr. 
Lincoln purchased a farm in this county in 
1872 and had resided here ever since. Just be- 
fore the war he, in connection with four or five 
other persons, became responsible for the in- 
terest on certain bonds of the Sabine and Fast 
Texas Railroad tothe extentof a million dollars. 
During the war the Confederates tere up the 
track and used the rails on other roads. A few 
years ago the nolders of the bonds sued Mr. Lin- 
eoln and the others and obtained Judgment for 
the interest, which amounted to as much as the 
principal, and this was for a while the cause of 
much anxiety to Mr. Lincoln.

MEN. 


AND ALL CANDIDATES FOR A REPUB- 
LICAN NOMINATION, 

St. Paut, Minn., June 28.—Gov. McGill, 
W. R. Merriam, and Albert Schaffer, the three 
avowed candidates fer the Gubernatorial nomi- 
nation on the Republican ticket, were inter- 
viewed in St. Paul to-day. Each was questioned 
regarding the tariff plank incorporated in the 





National Republican platform. Mr. Schaffer 
said: 
“T stand on another platform. I favor a 


radical reduction of the tariff, as i said in my 


cireular to the farmers and laboring men of 
Minnesota.” 

“If you are elected to the office of Governor, 
will you favor the repeal of the liquor law?” 

“TI pelieve the Governor has no right to 
influence legislation. The offiee is executive, 
and the laws should be administered irrespect- 
ive of personal feeling or opinion. This is what 
I said in reply to the indorsement of the Farmers’ 
Alliauce.” 

Mr. Merriam had this to say: “Iam a Repub- 
lican, and stand upon the platform in the main, 
although personally I would have preferred to 
have seen the plank referring to tue tariff more 
elastic. I think the people of the Northwest 
favor a reduction of the tariff upon those 
articles most widely diffused in their use, and 
prefer to keep down the surplus revenue in this 
way rather than to take the tax off tobacco and 
whisky.” 

Gov. MeGill said this: “It is eonceded that 
our taritf laws, enaeted years ago, do not in all 
respects fit the eonditions of the present time, 
and need revising. The Republican Party in 
the past nas shown its ability to deal with this 
question so as to benefit the entire country, and 
when it eomes iuto power again our tariff laws 
willnodoubt be promptly revised and read- 
justed. The free list will be inereased, as it 
should be, and reductions made wherever they 
car be without injustice, and this will be in re- 
freshing contrast tu the do-nothing policy of the 
Democratic Party, as exemplified in its three 
years of power. On the temperance question [ 
am decidedly in favor of maintaining the ad- 
vanced ground we took in the last State Con- 
vention. [stand on the position I stood in my 
message to the Legislature. 





COLUMBIA BEATS HARVARD. 





THE FRESHMAN RACE ROWED IN A DRIV- 


ING RAINSTORM. 

New-Lonpon, Conn., June 28,—Poor 
Harvard! Beaten by Yale on-the ball field one 
day, and defeated by Columbia on the water 
the next! The crimson, indeed, is trailing in the 
dust, and the blue of Yale inadequately expresses 
the feelings of Harvard’s supperters. They are 
more than blue—they are broken-hearted. Co- 


lumwbia’s Freshmen beat Harvard’s youngsters 
over the two-mile course by about four boat 
lengths. They were overmatched from the start, 
und while the plucky Fresnies from New-York 
were fresh and happy at the close, the Harvard 
boys were cempletely blown. 

A heavy southeast. rainsterm prevailed 
throughout the day, and it was generally sup- 
posed that the race would be postponed. When 
the referee shouted ** Go!” at 1 o’olock the rain 
poured in torrents and a stiff wina@ tore across 
the course. Harvard was the readier, but 
Columbia was the steadier, in starting, 
and the slight advantage Harvard obtained 
was only retained a short sixteenth of a mile. 
Columbia, rowing a handsome and powerful 


atroke, had a clear lead at the tirst half 
mile, and was rowing. leisurely, while 
the erimsons were puffing aud tueging 


astern. Two lengths separated them at the 
mile flag, and a lugubrious procession was 
only prevented by the New- Yorkers declining to 
over-exert themselves. It was bad enough for 
Harvard in any event, and their boat was kept 
astern with almost ladierous case by the 
Columbias, This easy method of pulling a race, 
united to the strong head wind, made the work 
of the last half mile very slow.

THE PURITAN OUTSAILED 


THE VOLUNTEER HAIRLY RUNS 
AWAY FROM HER. 
ANNUAL REGATTA OF THE EASTERN 
YACHT CLUB-—-THE XARA _ BEATS 

THE BABOON. 

Boston, June 28.—Among Eastern 
yachtsmen the event of the season when there 
are no English Cup challengers in American 
waters is found in the annual races of the East- 
ero Yacht Club. These were sailed te-day, and 


while there was early disappointment that the 
crack yachts Irom Gotham were not here to con- 





tend for the honors against the Burgess 
boats, there was no lack of interest, 
é6ven if real’ excitement was lacking. 
The  Volunteeer naturally carried off 


the honors, beating her sister, the Puritan, by 
toarvelous windward work after the latter ap- 
parently had the race well in hand. Of course 
these boats attracted the larger share of yacht- 
ing attention, but the real contest, and that 
which the yachting expert watched the most 
closely, was the maiden long-distance race of 
the Baboon and the Xara, the latest Burgess 


boats, and the nearest approach to the cutter 
model of any of the many yachts designed by 
this famous designer. 

The entries were just numerous enough to 
avoid confusion to the spectator, and at tho 
same time furnish lively races for all concerned. 
In the first-class schooners were the Gitana, Mi- 
randa, and Adrienne; tirst-class sloops—Volun- 
teer, Puritan, and Stranger. These classes 
sailed a triangular course of 36 miles. The 
other classes were: Third-class schooners—The 
Diana; sixth-class sloops—The Baboon and Xara; 
seventh-class—Tbhe Hilda and Clytie. These 
classes sailed 24 miles. 

The yachts beggn to leave Marblehead harbor 
at 10 o’olovk, andat 11:20 the signal was given 
for the start of the first-class sloops and schoon- 
ers. The wind was heavy, and the Puritan, 
which got the best of the send-off, was obliged 
to stow her big jib topsail short after crossing 
the line, after oarrying away some of the run- 
ning gear aloft. In less than five minutes, how- 
ever, the Puritan had up another sail and was 
tearing away on the port tack toward Harding’s 
Ledge at arate of speed that threatened to out- 
sail the fleet, hands down. The schooner Gitana 
got over the line next, followed by the Adrienne, 
while the Volunteer made a wretched start full 
three minutes behind the Puritan. 

The Stranger, booked to start with the cham- 
pions, beld back and sailed with the second-class 
boats, which wore sent off on their shorter jour- 
ney a half hour later. The old Gitana was sail- 
ing powerfully well, and to the surprise of all 
she overhauled and passed the sloop, although 
the latter was keeping a little cioser to the 
wind. ‘rhe Volunteer surprised all at tirst, as it 
Was seen that she was hardly more than holding 
herown with the Puritan _on the first leg, al- 
though she was so far astern that a comparison 
was difficult. The reason was apparent later, 
when it was seen that Capt. Hoff nad carried the 
Volunteer so far to windward thut when sheets 
were eased oft for arun tothe buoy marking the 
end of the leg he was able to carry the cham- 
pion down wiih a rush that rapidly elused the 


gap. s 

The Puritan got round first, nevertheless, and 
was close hauled for the outer mark. When the 
Volunteer roiuded in her wake two minutes 
later she overhauled the Puritan as theugh the 
latter were at anchor, proving her marvelous 
superiority ov this peint of sailing. The point- 
ing capacity of the Volunteer told in this beat 
to windward, and no other yacht was in the 
race after that. In the 12 miles of windwara 
work, in a spanking breeze, the Volunteer beat 
the Puritan two miles at least. There was no 
longer a contest so far as these boats were con- 
cerned. 

The race between the Baboon and the Xara 
was nip and tuck from start to finish. The 
course was 12 miles straight out to the outer 
mark of the triangular course sailed by the 
larger yachts and return. With the wind pre- 
vailing but one tack was necessary to fetch the 
mark. The Xara led all the way over the 
course, but by so slight a margin that any mis- 
take would have lost her the race. This nearly 
happened just after rounding the stakeboat, 
when the Xarararn up a big ballon jib. It stuck 
in the blocks somehow, and the Baboon was 
hearly on even terms before matters were 
righted. 

The Puritan rounded the outer stakeboat 16 
minutes after the Volunteer, a loss of 18 -min- 
utes in the 12-mile beat and about 24 minutes 
since the start. The Gitara was the first 
schooner to round the mark. The third leg was 
a free run home, and the Volunteer orossei the 
line av 3:44:05, the Puritan at 3:58:00, the 
Xara at 3:48:46, the Baboon at 3:49:48.

80 SAY THE OFFICERS OF 
WIN. 


Ronpovr, N. Y.. June 28.—The officers of 
the Hudson River steamboat James W. Baldwin 
were seen this morning in reference to the eol- 
lision between that vessel and a steam launch 
in Newburg Bay last night. Capt. Jaeeb Trem- 
per gave his version of the accident as follows: 

“T heard the Baldwin’s whistle blow twice. 
The beli in the engine room sounded for the voat 
to slow, which order was promptly obeyed. I 
ran forward, and while doing so heard bells riig 
to stop and back her. WhenlI reached the bow 
I saw a launch within about 15 feet to the right 
ofthe Baldwin. At this time we had very little, 


ifany, headwar. A collision followed. I pre- 
sumed.that the launch would go under the Bald- 
win'e guards and come in contact with her 
wheels. I leaned over the railing and saw 
that the launch had caught on the stem 
and remained there. I precured a hawser 
and threw it over to the people on the 
launch and shouted to the crew of the Baldwin 
to lewer the lifeboats. While this was being 
done the people clung to the rope. One lady we 
pulled up. hree other ladies and two gen- 
tlemen got into a lifeboat, and they were 
rescued, They were conducted to the saloon 
and cared for. The Baldwin then rounded to 
aud took the party back to the Newburg dock. 
We lay there until carriages arrived and con- 
veyed them to their homes, The launch only 
showed two lights. It displayed no side colored 
lights, and it did not answer the Baldwin's 
whistles.” ; 

The pilots of the Baldwin are A. L. Brooks 
and Guernsey Betts. Brooks,in the presence of 
Betts, nade the following statement: ‘ We left 
Newburg last night somewhat later than our 
usual time, and at about 8:30 o’clock, while we 
were not yet under full headway, and had gone 
only as farasthe Martin’s dock.I saw a little 
boat with two bright lights, but no colored 
lights, coming down the Hudson River on the 
eastward. When we reached the cotton factory 
—the little boat was then about 600 feet from 
us—I saw the position of the lights chauge, and 
realized that the boat was chunging its eourse 
and was going to the westward, and er in- 
tended to cross our bow. immedi- 
ately blew whistles, but received no answer. 
I then gave the signals to slow and back, but as 
little can be done in stopping or changing 
the course of such a large boat as the 
Baldwin in a distance of 600 feet, a collision 
was unavoidable. There was no need of the 
launch last night changing its course, as no 
otber steam vessels were in sight and had It re- 
mained in its course, as when I first saw it, 
we would have psessed the Baldwin in a paral- 
lel course about 600 feet distant.”

PRIOR TWO OENTS. 
CHEERING FOR CLEVELAND 


RATIFYING THE TIOKET WITH 
ENTHUSIASM. 

A HUGE CROWD ENJOYS SPEECHES BY 
SPEAKER CARLISLE, GOV. HILL, CON- 
GRESSMAN M’MILLIN AND OTHERS. 

The heavy, chilling rain last evening 
proved ne obstacle to the success of the great 
demonstration of the County Demoeracy to 
ratify the nominations of Cleveland and Thur- 
man. The meetings in the Academy of Music 
and Nilsson Hall were largaand enthusiastic, 
the speaking was in the majn good, and was 
listened to with manifest interest. Every ref- 
erence to the names of President Cleveland and 
his associate on the ticket was reeeived with 
cheers and applause. 

Long befere the hour of opehirg the meetings 
the streets in front of the halls were thronged 
with persons anxious to take part in the pro- 
ceedings. When, at nearly 8 o’clock, the doors 
of the Academy were opened the inpouring of 
the multitude was such that all the available 
seats were filled in a very few minutes. Many 
of those present wete ladies, whose bright-col- 
ored toilets lent a pleasant tinge of color to the 
appearance of the auditorium. 

The deeorations of the Academy were par- 
ticularly elaborate and arranged with due appre- 
ciation of the occasion for the great gathering. 
The keynote of the adornments of the Academy 
Was three national flags festooned about big 
medallions of the Democratic candidates at the 
centre of the proscenium arch. There was 4 
simplicity about this which was in excellent 
artistic relief to the profusion of its supporting 
decorations. The boxes bore, first, she national 
banner, then on one side came the Irish insigna 
of the harp, placed visa vis with the Germaa 
flag. Below were festooned the French and 


Prussian banners. In the centre of each row of 
boxes was a sbield of American colors suar- 
wounted by an eagle. Small tags supported 
these, half niding the pretty faces of the jaaies 
who helped occupy the boxes with the big 
political guns. Down each side of the’ pro- 
scenium boxes were suspended national banners, 
on one side broken by a photo-gravure of Presi- 
dent Cievelaud, aud on the other by one of Judge 
Thurman.

The 
topmost horseshoe was hung with marodu- 
coiored plush, on which were plaeed the national 
insignia, with supporting silk flags. The second 
gallery, in which are the artist boxes, heid 
festooned flags of all nations, with the central 
rosette formed of Uncie Sam’s ensign. The first 
horseshos was given over to a succession of 
gilded eagles and silken fiags.

It was nearly 8:30 o’clock when, from thse 
galleries, came & shout such as even the old 
Academy walls have rarely heard.’ Thore was 
some oceasion for this outburat, too, for from 
the right of the stage came in double file Sen- 
ator Michael C. Murphy, arm in arm witb the 
Chairman of the meeting, D. Willis James; 
then Speaker Carlisle in the most fraterna: re- 
lations with Gov. David B. Hill. With another 
roar the vig crowd greeted the new-comers. 
Then the two hons bowed and again there 
were cheers from the men and the waving of 
handkerchieia by the ladies. Another bow, 
which was acknowledged after the same man- 
ner, and the Governor and the Speaker of the 
House took chairs te the right of the Chairman 
and rewained side by side throughout the even- 
ing. By and by ex-Gov. Leon Abbett came 
modestiy in through the wings, and quietly 
took a seat between Gov. Hill and Congressman 
Benton MoMillin, with whom he entered into 
an excited and apparently deeply interested 
conversation. In all this it looked as though 
Speaker Carlisle was being left in the chill of 
outer darkness, but tbe Kentuckian did notseem 
to mind this, but calm and impassive sat with 
folded hauds and listened to the apparently i- 
terminable letters and resolutions with imper- 
turbable good nature, devouring at ene time 
half a lemon with much relish. 

Senator Murphy, amid a rattling fire ef cheers 
for himself aud others on the stage, opened the 
meeting. He called to the chair D. Willis James. 
As the latter arose to speak a large transpareney 
containing pictures of Cleveland and Thurman 
and allegorical pictures of Columbia, Com- 
mmeree, aud Navigation and surrounded by clus- 
ters of American flags was exposed to view. lt 
Was greeted with tremendous cheers and ap- 
plause, which were long continued. Finally, 
after a particularly hearty round of cheers for 
Grover Cieveland, Mr. James was allowed to 
proceed. He said 1t Was a great honor to be en- 
abled to preside over such an audience, and he 
aecepted the position with profound gratitude 
and thanks. He referred tothe course of the 
Democracy in selecting Tilden Syne as the 
standard bearer in 1876, and said that the ean- 
didate then eleeted was not allowed to take hia 
seat.

They constitute a useless Obstruction to the 
growth of industry and the employment of 
jabor. The Mills billis defective in not apply- 
ing this principle in all eases, and should be 
amended so as to make this fundamental princi- 
ple the basis of fariff reform. In the coming 
election, therefere, the issue is, not between 
free trade and production, but the burning ques- 
tion is, Shall the revenue be reduced by the re- 
duction of tariff taxes, or shall it be reduced by 
the increase of these taxes?

Approval of 
the present Administration is given without 
stint, and the President is praised. The resolu- 
tions then continue: 


Resolved, That we heartily ratify and indorse the 
platform of the National Democratic Convention of 
1858 in its statement of principles which justify the 
claims ef the Democratic Party to be considered the 
party of the people. We applaud its honest adher- 
ence to Democratic doctrines in its condemna- 
tion of the excessive and unjust taxation imposed 
upon the people by laws originally justified by the 
needs of the country in time of war, but oppressive- 
ly continued by Republican machinations for the 
enrichment of the few at the expense of the many. 
Under the operation of this mischievous policy a 
vast and constantly-increasing sum of money is 
withdrawn from the people and tho channels of 
trade, and accumulated as a demoralizing surplus in 
the National Treasury. 

As the peta so well expresses it, the Demo- 
cratic policy is “to enforce frugality in public ex- 

ense and abolish unpecessary taxation. Our estab-

notand need not be endangered by the reduction 
and correction of the burdens of taxation. On the 
contrary, a fair and careful revision of our tax laws, 
with due allowance for the difference between the 
wages of American and foreign labor, must promote 
and encourage every branch of such industries and 
enterprises by givimg them assurance of an ex- 
tended market and steady and continuous operations. 
In the interests of American labor, which should in 
no event be neglected, the revision of our tax laws 
contemplated by the Democratic Party should pro- 
mote the advantage of such labor by cheapening the 
cost of necessaries of life in the homeo! every work- 
ingman and at the same time secure to him steady 
and remunerative employmept.”

THE PARTY’S WORK AND AIMS. 

Then Mr. James introduced Congressinan Car- 
lisie.

For instance, it places all raw wool on 
the free list, and makes a corresponding reduc- 
tion in the rates of duty upon wovlen goods, for 
strange as it. may appear to our Republican 
friends, the Democrats in Congress are of the 
opinion that cheap woolen clothing would be 
more beneficial to the people than cheap 
whisky. [Great laughter. } 

“The present average rate of duty upon arti- 
cles which the bill propeses to reduce is nearly 
66 per cent., and if the measure shonid be- 
come a law the average rate upon these arti- 
cles would still be over 48 per cent., while the 
average rate upon all dutiable importations 
would be 40 per cent. Therefore, notwith- 
standing the passage of this bill, the average 
tariff rates of auty upon dutiable goods 1m- 
ported into this conntry will still remain 
higher than they ever were previous to 1864, 
when the rates were greatly increased, not for 
protection, but for revenue to carry on the 
war. They will still be five times as high as 
they were under the firat tariff law enacted in 
1789, when our industries were really in their 
infancy. Notwithstanding the passage of this 
bill, the average rate of duty upon dutiable 
goods will remain higher than the rates under 
the protective tariff of 1816; higher than the 


’ protective tariff of 1824; higher than the pro- 


tective tariff of 1828; higher than the protective 
tariff of 1842, and higher than the protective 
tariff of 1861, known as the Morrill tariff. Under 
ali these tariffs Republican orators claim that 
the country was prosperous. 

“The Democratic Party does not advocate 
free trade, but it believes that the interests of 
all our manufacturing and other industries 
would be advanced, that the wages of all our 
laborers would be increased, and the general 
welfare of the whole country Would be greatly 
promoted by repealing, as far as possible, the 
taxes upon raw materials, and reducing or re- 
pealing the taxes upon the actual necessaries of 
life, [loud applause,} and upon these simple 
propositions it preposes to stand or fallin the 
great contest now before it. We believe that 
such a policy world so reduce the oost of pro- 
duetion in this country as to enable our manu- 
facturers to compete successfully with their 
rivals, not only in our home market but in the 
markets abroad, and especially in the markets 
of the great and growing States and republics 
of South America and Mexico, which, aithough 
they he at our very doors, now make their 
largest purchases in Enrope; that it would se- 
cure for our laboring people in every brauch of 
industry more steady employment, better wages, 
and greater opportunities for the improvement 
of their condition; [renewed applause;] and 
that it would du more to encourage the building 
of ships and the restoration of the American 
carrying trade on the high seas than all the 
subsidies and bounties the most extravagant 
Cougress could grant. Whatever may be said 
to the contrary, we know that all labor is paid 
for in the markets where its products are soid 
and that the more these markets are restricted 
the less demand there will befor labor and the 
less wages it will receive. [Applause. ] 

“But, Mr. Chairman and fellow-citizens, I do 
not intend to enter upon @ general discussion of 
the tariff questien. My only purpose has been 
to state frankly what the Democratic policy is, 
as I understand it, and to protest earnestly 
against the effort of our political adversaries to 

lace us in a false position upon this subject. 
ong before this cameras is over the people of 
the United States will understand the real issue 
presented for their decision, and they will com- 
pel those who solicit their suffraces to meet that 
issue openly and squarely, and notfight sham 
battles with imaginary foes. If this is done we 
need have no fear of the result. With implicit 
confidence in the integrity and capacity of our 
candidates, with faith in the justice of our 
cause, and a firm reliance upon the intelligence 
and patriotism of tke people, we will cheertully 
meet our opponents at the ballot box in Novem- 
ber and abide the decision.”

‘public office’ has been regarded as a ‘public 
trust,’ and the highest and best interests of: 
the people have been consulted. Upon such 
a record the Democracy may confidently ap- 
peal to the intelligence of the country and 
well anticipate a favorable verdict. The 
platforms of the two parties were never 
more diametrically opposed than they are 
to-day, and the issues presented are dis- 
tinct and clear.

We believe 
that unnecessary taxation is unjust taxation, 
and that no more taxes should be imposed than 
are necessary to meet the expenses of the Gov- 
ernment, honestly and economically adminis- 
tered. The Democracy do not believe im free 
trade. There is not one line in our platform 
that will bear such a construction. We recog- 
nize the fact that the easiest and best way to 
raise a large share of the necessary revenue te 
meet the expenses of the Government is by a 
tariff on imports, and we do not propose any 
abolition of that system. We propose to per- 
fect and correct fit. It does not follow that a 
party is oppesed to all tariffs because it op- 
poses a high and extortionate one. Because a 
party opposes a war tariff in time of peaco it is 
not necessarily opposed to any tariff whatever. 
Tariff revision is not tariff destruction, 

“These distinctions are plain and consistent, 
and they cannet be obliterated or confused by 
unjust accusation or senseless clamor. The pro- 
tective tariff is not demanded by the best and 
truest interests of the country, for, while tem- 
porarily stimulating certain industries, in the 
end it leads to over-production, business stag- 
nation, and partial or totalruin. Such a tariff 
may enrich a few, but will eventually impoy- 
erish the many. The false cry or bugbear of 
‘Free Trade’ will not deceive the people. Itis 
the last desperate effort of a desperate party. 

“The Republican Party is indeed the party of 
protection. It has * protectea’ every monopoly 
in the country. It has ‘protected’ and favored 
every raid upon the public Treasury. It has 
‘ protected’ and sustained every fraudulent gift 
of the public lands to railroad corporations, 
It has ‘protected?’ every ‘trust’ combination and 
refused to legislate against them. It ‘ protect- 
ed’ the Whisky Ring during one of its Adminis- 
trations. It has protected the ‘Quarantine 
Ring’ 1n its impositions upon the commerce of 
New-York. It ‘protected’ the thieves who stole 
the Presidency from Samuel J. Tilden. 

“ The issue ef tariff reform cannot be suécess- 
fully distorted by our opponents. The Hon. 
Hugh MeCuiloch, the ablest finaneier in the Re- 
publican Party, Secretary of the Treasury 
under Lincoln and Arthur, recommended in 
one of his latest official reports (1) that the 
existing duties upon raw materials which are 
to be used in manufactures should be removed; 
(2.) that the duties upon the articles used er 
consumed by those who are least able to 
bear the burden of taxation shonld be 
reduced. Secretary Folger Tfikewise recom- 
mended a reduction. President Arthur 
made a aimilar recommendation. Upon 
this issue we will march forth to victory. 
The people of this Republic chave acquired con- 
fidence in the Democratic Party, and desire its 
continuance in power. The country wants 
peace, prosperity, lower taxation, fair wages, 
wider markets, freer eommerce, and good gov- 
ernment administered by honest men.

most prate about their Americanism spend most 
of their time traveling abroad, were about the 
only utterances that were received with special 
attention until he mentioned the name of Glad- 
stone, which was heartily applauded. 

Congressman Benton McMillin, one of the 
members of the Ways and Means Committee, 
was then introduced by Chairman James as 
being partly responsibis for the Mills bill. Mr. 
Mealillin said that he had had access to the ad- 
vance sheets of the forthcoming third annual 
report of the Hon. Carroll D. Wright, Commis- 
sioner of Labor. He would quote from it to 
show that 27 years of aileged protection had 
not resultedin that peace, quiet, and prosperity 
to labor which it was claimed would follow it. 
During the period between the years 1881 and 
1886 there had been strikes in 22,336 establish- 
ments. Of these 16,692, or 74 per cent., were 
in the States of New-York, Pennsylvania, Massa- 
chusetts, Ohio, and Illinois, where protection 
was Claimed to have wrought such wonders for 
the laboring men. 

“There were lock-out,” he continued, “during 
the same period in 2,182 establishments, Of 
these 1,981, or 90.8 per cent., ocourred in the 
five States named. he number of employes 
striking and involved was 1,124,152. In addi- 
tion to these there were 159,548 employes 
locked out, 32.22 per cent. of whom were 
females. Of the 22,336 establishments in which 
strikes occurred the strikes in 18,342, or 82.12 
per cent. of the whole, were ordered by labor 
organizations; while of the 2,182 establishments 
in which lock-outs occurred 1,753 , or 80.34 per 
cent., were ordered by combinations of mana- 
gers. 

“What is the Mills bill? Is there free trade in 
ft? Is there danger tolaborinit? Not at all. 
Itis a bill which proposes to take $878,000 off 
of chemicals, $1,756,000 off of earthern and 
glassware, $11,480,000 off of star, $331,000 off 
of provisions, $227,000 off of cotton goods, 
$2,042,000 off of hemp, jute, and flax goods, 
$12,330,000 off of woolens, $3,000 off of books 
and papers, and $1,090,000 off of sundries, It is 
also proposed to add to your free lift flax, hemp, 
jute, chemicals, salt, fin plate, wool, and other 
things, amounting to $22,189,000, making in 
all a tariff reduction of $53,720,000. It proposes 
to make reductions in the internal revenue of 
$24,455,000, or a grand total of tax reduction 
from tariff and internal revenue sources of 
$78,176,000. The plain, simple question to be 
presented here to-day 1s: Will we take this bur- 
den off or will we leave iton? Will we free com- 
merce, leaving it unshackled, or will we keep it 
hampered? Will we continue to hord up a cor- 
rupting surplus or will we leave the money ip 
oo te of the people, where it justly be- 
ongst” 

Ex-Gov. Leon Abbett made a brief address, in 
which he said thatif he knew the feeling of the 
State of New-Jersey, and he thought he did, the 
Democratic people of New-Jersey were not to be 
deceived by the ery of free trade. p 

Col. Fellows next spoke. “That assemblage 
of railroad officials,” he said, “which recently 
convened at Chicago and labeled themselves the 
Republican Convention, has presented to us an 
issue so simple that no man will fail to compre- 
hend it before the campaign is ended. The Ke- 
publican emblem of protection has recently 
been riding through the Highiands of Scot- 
Jjand. It is a rather erdly _ position, 
but does not savor much -of protec- 
tion for the workingman. The whip 
is Carnegie—one of the examples and apostles 
of Republican rotection. He has made 
$25,000,000 or $30,000,000, and there isn’t a 
single man in his employ who 1s getting one 
penny more of wages than he did 25 years ago.” 

Col. Fellows closed by predicting victory for 
the party in the Fall. 

The meeting then adjourned.

INTERESTING MINERALOGICAL 
FREAKS. 

MR. KUNZ TALKS ABOUT THE DIAMOND 
WHICH REFUSED TO BE POLISHED 
AND OTHER CURIOUS STONES. 


SOME ECCENTRIC JEWELS | 


There is very little general knowledge as | 
to the composition of the various kinds of | 
diamonds among 6ven those who enjoy a degree | 


of prosperity which enables them to possess 
such costly jewels. A great many people, per- 


price they paid for them. 
who wear diamonds, as well as those who would 
like to, are interested in anything that relates to 
these previous stones. , 

Within five years the study of the diamond by 
scientists has developed some of the eccentrict- 
ties of this most precious of nature’s forma- 
tions. One of the most extraordinary of these 
eccentricities was brought out recenfly by an 
experiment at Tiffany’s great establishment in 
this city. In a recent lot of diamends purchased 
by the Tiffanys was a fine specimen of “round 
bort,” and Mr. George F. Kunz, the mineralogist 
employed by the firm as a@gom expert, deter- 
mined to test its bardness on the polishing 
wheel. ‘Round bort” is a distinct form of dia- 
mond, called by the French ‘“ extréme dureté,” 
and is harder than any other kind of diamond 
known to exist. Thespecimen to be experiment- 
ed with had been cut into the usual form 
of the brilliant, and its ‘table’ or face was 
placed on the polishing wheel. For 100 days it 
was kept on the wheel, which revolved 2,800 


times per minute. The point at which the dia- 
mond came into contact with the rotating sur- 
face was about 15 inches from the axis. It was 
calculated that the diamond passed over a sur- 
face amounting in the aggregate to 75,000 
miles. Notwithstanding that the pressure 
placed on this diamond was gradually increased 
from 244 pounds (the usual weight) to 40 
pounds the gem refused to take a polish suffi- 
cient to give it a conrmercial value. On the 
contrary, it ploughed into and badly damaged 
the wheel, throwing constant scintillations in 
all directions. 

In a paper prepared by Mr. Kunz en the sub- 
Jeet of peculiar specimens of rough diamonds 
he refers to this “hard round bort.” “It is,” 
he says, *‘ often called the ‘rolled diamond,’ but 
this is a palpable misnomer, since the diamond 
cannot be rolled. There 18 nothing in nature 
hard enough to abrade 1t except the diamond | 
itself, and this is never found im sufficient quan- 
tity. Moreover, the form under consideration 
is quite uncommon and so excessively hard 
that it could never be abraded under any natur- 
al circumstances, not even with an entire pot- 
hole of diamonds, a very unlikely occurrence. 
It requires 100 days to puta slight polish on a 
surface five millimeters square. The Koh-i- 
noor, with 2,000 square millimeters of sur- 
face, was cut in 38 days of 12 hours each, 
while it took 1,000 hours, or nearly twice 
@s much time, to polish tive millimeters 
of surface on the specimen of hard bort. This 
form is made up of a multiplicity of twinnings 
of cubes, or radiating agglomerations of cubes. 
The roughness is evidently due to the fact that 
the cube facein nearly all diamonds 1s indis- 
tinct. At times, instead of twinning, cubes have 
been noted that were mads up of an apparent 
fibrons grouping, resembling a round ball, but 
really made up of a bunching of cubes. Another 
interesting specimen of this hard round bert is 
a piece with a perfect octahedroa of crystallized 
diamond penetrating and projecting above the 
mass, Showing that the two forms bave ecrystal- 
lized under different conditions; also, two broken 
masses of the same, both of which reveal a 
structure radiating from the centre of the massa, 
Asnone of these formsof diamonds has been 
observed in South Africa, as far as I can learn 
after a wide inquiry, it seems probable that both 
the hard form and the cube form are peculiar 
to Brazil. 

“Among the Tiffany collection of jewels are, 
or were, two octahedrons and two hexoctalhe- 
drons, ali white, weighing about three-quarters 
ot a carat each and measuring three tollli- 
meters in diameter. These stones contain large 
spots of a rich aurelian red inclusion, perhaps 
red oxide ofiron, and they also contain black 
carbon inclusions, which, contrasted with the 
white stone, aud the brilliant red present a beau- 
tiful appearance. A diamond within a diamond 
is a wonderful example of this ager de eccentris- 
ity. A fine white octahedral crystal was re- 
cently received at Tiffany's from which: one 
face of the octahedron was removed by cleav- 
ing. After this plate was removed an inner 
crystal dropped out. It was probably formed 
efmultaneousiy with the larger crystal. 

“A diamond known in Tiffany’s as No. 64 
consists of two bunches of hexoctahedrons, 
forming a rosette or a remarkably perfect six- 
pointed star, 12 millimeters across and 9 
millimeters thick. The color of the larger 
group is grayish white, but the smaller one is 
pure white.” 

A suite of wonderful round diamonds was ex- 
hibited at the International Exposition held in 
Amsterdam in 1883, where they were awarded 
for their size and merit the prize for “round 
bert.” They were purehased by a firm in this 
city, and, being offered to Tiffany, were aub- 
mitted to Mr, Kunz for examination. A close 
inspection showed the expert that one of the 
stones was not a diamond, although it had 
passed all previous inspection and had 
taken ® prize at Amsterdam. Mr. 
Kunz was kind enough to tell a 
TIMES reporter the other evening how he came 
to make this discovery. ‘I never trust entirely 
to my sight,” he said, ‘‘when testing diamonds. 
In this case I scratched the specimen with a cut 
diamond and it leftared mark, which proved 
that it was a red hematite sphere that had been 
rolled, and was evidently.a pseudomorph after 
limonite or some other mineral diamond, or was 
filled with air cavities. It seems remarkable that 
this specimen, having been viewed by a majority 
ot the Amsterdam dealers, examined by the 
judges and experts, and then passed through 
the hands of several’ old and experi- 
enced importers of diamonds, should have 
deceived them all. So perfect was its color and 
lustre that even a diamond cutter, when in- 
formed of the facts in the case, was not con- 
vinced until he had tried the stone on the wheel. 
This collection was of Brazilian origin, and all 
were as round as marbles. In this form they 
can be used for drilling porpecss toequally good 
advantage with the black amorphous carbonado, 
as the intricate twinning or compounding de- 
stroys the easy cleavage property that renders 
ordinary crystals unfit for this purpose. 

“Another curious diamond in ihe possession 
of Tiffany & Co.,” Mr. Kunz continued, “ weighs 
6 3-32 carats. The original weight was 101, ear- 
ats, four carats having been lost in cutting. 
This stone has 18 facets, of which four, of the 
top and the table, are white, and four are a dia- 
tinct black; on the back four facets are white 
and the other four and the culet are black. The 
stone, which is of Brazilian origin, was found to 
be exceedingly hard, and was originally an octa- 
hedron. When found the entire stone was a jot 
black, and it was cut with the intention of pro- 
ducing a blackstone. After the table had been 
put on one of the points, and the four edges of 
the octahedron had been removed to make four 
facets, it was found that the black color 
was only @ superficial coating, and that the in- 
side of the crystal was entirely white, with the 
exception of acarben inclusion. It shows no 
more play of color than a black stone, but gives 
very decided brilliant metallic reflections. The 
curious effect of five white and four black 
reflections, and the appearance of a clearly- 
detined Greek cross in black outline, when 
viewed by transmitted light, make the stone a 
remarkable freak of nature. Among other curi- 
iously-marked diamonds resembling the above 
are two presented to the Jardin des Plantes by 
Halphen. These stones aro colorless and round, 
and a distinct three-leaved clover in black oe- 
cupies the entire dimensions in each stone. 
Another in the Duke of Leuchtenberg’s collec- 
tion, now in the Bavarian State Cabinet at Mu- 
nich, has three jeaves united by a circle. All 
these three are of Indian origin. 

“A curious diamond, also in the possession of 
Tiffany &Co.,is a red brilliant that at first 
glance appears brown, While through it a beau- 
tiful dark rose-red light breaks in every direc- 
tion. Strictly speaking, it is a red diamond with 
a brown cloud, the red predominating as the 
stone is turned or the light strikes it in different 
directions, One-half of the stone is filled with 
hundreds ofirregular shaped cavities, either 
empty or filled with a transparent fluid, or, as 
in nearly all cases, with darbon, which in some 
instances is in pieces or so fractured as to admit 
the light through it. These inclusions appear 
to affect the color sufficiently to produce the 
brown appearance.” 

‘Ave there many jewels more valuable than 
diamonds ?” was asked. 

“A perfect ruby,” Mr. Kunz replied, “of a 
weight of nine carats would be worth $380,000, 
while a diamond of similar weight and quality 
would be worth not more than $3,000. ae

that these were not examined by him, 
but brought to Tacoma and put in 
the warehouse with cheeks on them for Port- 
land; that these checks were transferred to 
four empty trunks, which were sentto Portland, 
and Tnuspecter Price, who had got wind of the 
Matter, was sent off by Gardner after 
the empty trunks, while Terry, another 
Inspector, checked the right trunks to 
South Prairie, and thence across Washington 
Territory almost to its eastern border, and back 
through Oregon to Portland; from thence to 
Seattle, where, being closely followea, he gave 
up two of the trunks after removing a large part 
of the opiuin, and professed to have made a 
seizure.

in Pensions upon eight vetoed pension bills,

“9 method of consideration is an abridgment 
by the Executive of the exercise of the right of 
Congress to waive that strict proof which is re-

© somewhat technical rules that have grown u 
out of repeated precedents. This results plainiy 
from the practice that Hxecutive disapproval foi- 
lows in any case where the records of the bureau 
are deemed by the President not to sustain the 
action ef Congress. This invasion upon the prov- 
ince of Congress goesfurther. It annuls its un- 
doubted power to determine by the will of its major- 
ity that the public money shall be appropriated tor 
a legitimate and constitutional purpose. It cannot 
be maintained upon any fair construction of the Con. 
S6titution that the powér of Executive disapproval 
ought to be exercised upon acts of this character 
for the sole reason that the President differs in opin- 
jon from Congress upon a mere question of the 
weight of testimony or upon the expediency of a 
Bpecial act which subserves a proper general pur- 

seand which imperils no power of any other de- 
partment. If it shail ever become established that 
euoh an exercise of the veto power has sufficient 
Warrant as to this class of cases it must foliow that 
it is proper in all cases. That this has never before 
been systematically attempted in any class of cases 
dogs not remeve the cause for alarm. Usurpations 
move. rapidly in republics from small objects to 
those of the greatest concern. That the power 
exists in the Executive to disapprove ary 
legislative measure cannot be denied. But 
the daty undeniably aiso exists that it shall 
not be used ih such & Manner or upon 
any oceasion or pretext as to make its 
exereixe operate as an encroachment upon the pow- 
ers of other departments of the Government, * * * 
The right to so use the power of Hxecutive disap- 
proval as to change the ordinary method of legisia- 
tive action by a majority vote upon proper subjects 
of legislation, mereiy because the Executive differs 
from Cougress upon the sufficiency ef proof or the 
expediency of relief, does not, in the opinion of your 
committee, exist. such a misconception of the ex- 
tent of Executive power, making if limitiesa, is 
fraught with danger to the independence of Con- 

ress an to its constitutional powers, and it clearly 
aplion that afactious or usurping President, who 
Proposes to subordinate to his will that department 
to which the Constitution has cenfided the principal 
powers of government, can rightfully do this and 
jrevent the will of the people from taking statutory 
em. except by a twe-thirds vote of each House of 
Congress. 

“The present Chief Executive has disapproved 162 
bills. Uf thess 136 are bills granting pensions to in- 
dividuals. Ali of his predecessors vetoed but 133. 
None ot his predecessors vetoed any acts of this 
character, excepting President Grant, who disap- 
proved but five, and none of these were unsano- 
tioned because of any difference of cpinion upon the 
jacts. The bill to pension Abigail Ryan was disap- 
proved by President Grant because her name was 
airecady op the rolls; thatto pension Ann Mont- 
gomery was disapproved merely to enable Con- 
gress to correct anu ambiguity in the 
act and thereby to benefit the soldier’s 
children; that to pension R. R. Crawtord 

ecalse he was already enjoving all the pension the 
general law allowed him; that to pension Lewis 
diive!¥ because his true name was Heinlig; that to 
pension Eliza Jane Blumer because the company to 
which her huahand belonsed was misdescribod in 
the bill. These biils were disapproved by this great 
soldier and patriot, who knew and felt the obliga- 
tions of the Nation to its defenders, not for the pur- 
pose of defeating relief. but to enable relief to be 
grauted by auiendments, or because rehef had pre- 
Viously been given, 

“The veto power was odious to the founders of 
the Government. The firat countin the Declara- 
tion of Independence against the King of Great 
Gritain is that ‘he has refused bis assent to laws 
the most wholesome and necessary for the public 
20)\.’ The persistent votees of the Royal Governor 
Jed to hia expulsion from Seuth Carolina before hos- 
uililiss broke out. In Virginia tie repeated veto of 
acts ta check the slave trade was one of the most 
proninent or Colonial grievances. Se unpopular 
Was this power that it was conferred by only 
one of the first Constitutions of the original 
Statee—Masaachusetis. To overcome the pop- 
ular distrust tho advecates of the Federal 
Constitution urged that the power had not 
been exercised in England for nearly acentury as 
to acts of Parliament; that it would never be em- 
ploved by any President except to protect his own 
constitutional powers or,jin rare cases of public 
emergency, where revolutionary legisiation should 
menace the general weal; that it was a power whose 
utility lay rather in its existence and in the fear 
that it might pessibly be employed, than in its use; 
that such existence was necessary (to use Hamil 
ton’s expression) ‘because of the superior weight 
an! intluence of the legislative body’—a fore- 
boding which has not been verified by our history. 
The framers of the Constit. Lion well knew that paper 
limitations of power never execute, themselves. 
They knew that the checks and balances of the Con- 
atitution depend for their etlicacy upon the wisdom 
and the patriotism of the persons to whom their 
exercise is confided. They knew that maladminis- 
tration can make thom as destructive as correct ap- 
plication can make them preservative. The same 
just cenceptions have been entertained by the pre- 
devessors of the present Chief Magistrate. They 
have, in the opinion of your committee, been disre- 
garded by hit. 

“The inordinate proportions to which the Exec. 
utive power has grown during the last 25 years, 
through the tendency to centralization; through 
the production of those great subjects of adminis, 
tration which have come under Executive control 
through its departments; threugh the political in- 
tluenes of office holders, and through the discretion. 
ary power of the Executive over an erroneous finan- 
cial system, give just cause for apprehension. To 
admit that these powers, ‘which have increased, 
which are increasing, and which ought to be dimin- 
ished,’ can be reinforced by a constitutional exer. 
cise of the the veto power upon the action of Con- 
gress upon subjects clearly within its provinces 
and its duty, and. involving not the least infringe. 
ment upon any other department, is to admit a 
power totally subversive of the ems of government 
gnd destructive to the Federal Constitution,”

REMINISCENCES OF ONE WHO SAW 


HIM AS A CORRESPONDENT. 
Leiter to the London Daily News from ‘ An Old 
Special Correspondent.” 

He was always pleasant and genial to 
those who came across him in businéss, with a 
well-measured proportion between sufficient 
courtesy to put his inferiors at their ease anda 
careful avoidance of anything like patronage in 
his manner. It has been my lot to meet witha 
number of distinguished men, and, like most of 
my colleagues on the press, I have noticed that 
the higher up you go in the political scale 
the more certain you are to be civilly treated. 
A monareh can unbend more easily than a 
Minister, and a Commander-in-Chief, if he will 
see you at all, is less likely te be fussily cautious 
than a General of brigade. But, apart from 
this universal rule, the late Emperor, when I 
met him as Crown Prince of Prussia, might claim 
the merit of an especially frank and straigntfor- 
ward manner. I well remember hia speaking of 
the battle or Woerth a few days afterward asa 
fight in which he had been able to meet the 
French in line with equal forces and te flank 
them with another equal force, and still to have 
plenty of men in reserve. He did not for a 
moment endeavor to add to the credit of his 
victory by any belittliig of forceson his own 
side or exaggeration as to what number Mac- 
Mahon had commanded. And then he was so 
hearty in his recognition of the Vater the 
French had displayed, with a touch of sad- 
ness for the losses on both sides, and with 
a word of hearty praise for the conduct of his 
own staff. He must have been a pleasant chief 
to serve under, a pleasant enemy into whose 
hands to fall,a manly and courteous Knight, 
both to friend ana foe. How happily, on one 


occasion, when a French sous-préfet, engulfed 
by the evasion, was the guest of the Crown 
Prince ata rough and ready banquet at the 
end of a long march, did his ‘high- 
ness turn the conversation to pisciculture 
at the antipodes, te the preservation of 
salmon in great rivers, and tothe inorease of 
the fish supply in gencral. Not a word of war 
and war’s alarms, not an allusion to the great 
host, whose rumbling caissons shook the build- 
ing in which we dined. And the well-bred 
Frenchman played his part with easy polite- 
ness, talking as best he could upon these sub- 
jects, of which it had been ascertained that he 

ad some special knowledge. The evening 
passed off excellently, all things considered, 
and when, in takinfleave, our captive sous- 
préfet aliuded to cé:.sin requisitions which he 
thought his countrymen could not meet, he was 
referred to Gen. Biumenthal, the chief of staff, 
with a quiet but decided urbanity which left 
no room for further remark. The Prince be- 
came at once the high German officér, doing his 
unpleasant duty with the same aplomb with 
which but a moment before he had offered his 
guest the consolation of a ehoice Cigar. 

His Highness was a typical German in fond- 
ness for smoking, and the handsome pipe whieh 
the Crown Princess had given him, enriched 
with a painting by ber own royal hand, was the 
pride of the Tnird Army in times of rest and ré- 
jaxaton. But the Prince was a very moderate 
drinker, though not a total abstainer, and the 
life at his headquarters was one of Spartan sim- 
piecity. Early hours and simple fare contrib- 
uted to the health and efiicieney of all con- 
cerned, while those strangers Who were admit- 
ted from time to time to the royal: table found 
no lack of pleasant conversation without in any 
way ‘‘talking shop” or trespassing upon the 
forbidden ground of future manceuvres. I well 
remeimber how excited the Prince was whén the 
news arrived ef the disaster to her Majesty’s 
ship Captain, and how fully he entered into the 
pros and cous of turret ships against broadside 
ironclads. He was as sorry for peor @apt. 
Coles and the gallant fellows who perished with 
him as though he had been on a cruise with 
them and learned to know them all as shipmates. 
Euglisb alfairs of every kind had great interest 
for t.e Prince, except, perhaps, our sporting 
news, in which heseemed but moderately ‘“ well 
posted.” He had a vivid recollection of our 
Great Exhibition of 1851, “the first and the 
best of the exhibitions,” as he called it, and 
once told me, with asmile upon his face, how 
he, already a grown-up map, had conducted his 
young friend, the Prince of Wales, through 
some of the galleries trying to interest him in 
art, “but,’’ added his Highness, ‘‘he seemed to 
care more for saddles and firearms and eyery 
article of the chase than for all the rest of the 
exhibition put together. 

There was certainly a vein of manly pity for 
his defeated fora in the Prince’s view ef the 
Franco-German war, which could not be mis- 
taken by those who heard him speak. He was a 
German patriet first, as was only natural and 
right; a keen soldier, and skilled tactician, as 
beeame his Hohenzollern blood, but, as to na- 
tional prejudice or any special bitternessagainst 
the Freneb, he was the mildest of men. One 
does not look for members of the Peace Society 
at the headquarters of an invading army, and it 
would be an exaggeration to say that nis High- 
ness gave any sigh of opposition to the necessary 
continuance of the war. But, after the die was 
cast and the French Emperor hopelessly beaten 
tho Crown Prince seemed to feel, more and 
more, like the Caprain of a war ship, whose 
enemy will not strike his colors, and who re- 
grets, at the bottom of his heart, that he has to 
keep on firing into him. On the morrow ef 8e- 
dan lremember that the Prince expressed a 
generous regret for the terrible downfall of Na- 

oleon [II., and when we arrived before Paris 

e@was anxious that the fair city should be 

saved from suffering by timely eapitulation. 

Revolutionary Republicans were probably not 
mueh to his liking, as a@ matter of theory, yet 
the question of humanity always appealed to 
him. He wished the non-combatants to get off 
as easily as possible, and I think I am not mis- 

taken in supposing that there would have been 
no bombardment of Paris if his Highness’s 
views had prevailed. The said bombardment, 

it may be remarked en passant, was wore 
of a demonstration to keep up the spirits 
of the blockading Germans than of a serious at- 

pone to reduce the city by forese. It caused a 
good deal of suffering and annoyance in the 
southern portion of thé French capital and par- 
tially disabled some of the outlying forts. But 
it had no effect on the food supply, which was 
Gen. Trochu’s insoluble probiém. The Crown 
Prince would not himself, [ think, have resorted 
to bombardment. Yet, nevertheless, he did 
everything that a careful General could do to 
make the fire of his batteries effeetive and to see 
that the men im the aavanced trenehes, whether 

Prussians or Bavarians, were sufficiently shel- 
téred, Throughout those cold Winter evenings 
that saw the end of 1870, and those colder 
still, if possible, that eame to us with the 
beginning of 1871, no pains had been spared 
to make the outpost duty of the besiegers 
as comfortable as circumstances would permit. 

Supplies ef feod were regulariy sent to the front, 

despite the deep snow-drifts which hindered 
eommunication, and plenty of blankets and 
warm clothing helped to render the night duty 
lesa terribly severe than it would etherwise have 
been. And so, with a snew-covered landscape 
and a atarving city hemmed in by what seemed 
like an iron band, the memorable date approa:hed 
when the German Empire was proclaimed in the 
Salle des Glaces, at Versailles, Jan. 18. And, of 
ali the Princes present at that imposing cere- 
mony,I might almost say of all the military 
crowd that thronged the hall, none looked finer 
and stronger than the Crown Prince of Prussia, 
who became at that moment as courtiy things 
are reckoned, an ‘“{mperial Princes,” in a 
striking dramatic way, that had about it a 
ring of the old heroic times. But hia change of 
title dia not make him one whit less pleasant to 
his journalistic friends, Is was only the follewing 
day that the French made a determined sortis 
in the direction of Versailles—their last great 
effort to break through the blockading line—and 
an obstinate struggle ensued upon the rising 
greund behind 8f. Cioud. I am not now at- 
tempting a sketeh of the operations of the war, 
80 will pass over very briefly the galiant attack 
of the Breton Mobiles and the sturdy resistance 
of the German outposts, the heavy fire on both 
sides, the driving in of the outposts, the arrival 
of reinforcements, and the final repulse of the 
French columns after the struggle had lasted 
till nightfall. I am ,, arena, | rather of my 
reminiscences of the Crown Prinee that day. 
Never did he seem, as our sportsmen would 
phrase it, in “better form.” His voice rang 
out eéléar and lovid when orders were 
to be given; his eye had a gleam 
of subdued exeitement, witheuta tinge of an- 
ger, cool and keen as though he had been watch- 
ing a cricket match, and his figure seemed to 
swell with pride as he remarked upon the ob- 
stinate stand that his first line was making. 
Once only did a smile of genuine amusement 
play upen thé Prinee’s face, and that was when 
@ dashing young aide-de-camp, in hussar uni- 
form, réined in his horse as he was on the point 
ef galloping away and brought himself up te 
the levél of the age with a charming tone of 
apology. Some order had been given him, and 
hé promptly turned to carry it to its destina- 
tion, with a méehanieal “Ja Wohl, your Royal 
Highness.” But, remembering the great event 
of the day before, he stopped short amid all the 
excitement of the séene and amended his phrase, 
“Ja Woll, your Imperial Highness,” and the 
gallant hassar had vanished from our sight in 
the twinkling of an eye. 

Meanwhile the musketry rattled and the bul- 
lets were flying thickly about us, fiot te speak 
of an occasional obtrasive skell which burst in 
our immediate vicinity. His Highness had 
kindly allowed me te accompany him into a 
very warm eorner, and, when some men were 
wounded not far away, and the bullets came 
thicker than ever, and a Freneh shell exploded 
just beyond us, he betheught him, as it seemed, 
that I had better get out of harm’s way. Special 
correspondents are supposed to be very lucky, 
but the line must be drawn somewhere, and [ 
was advised (there ia adyice which is almost a 
command) to take shelter in a neighboring 
ravine. How cheerily he put it. “Go away, 
now, we dou’t want you to be hurt,’ and how 
pleased one was to be with him at a historical 
moment when such advice could be given. 
Whether it was actually followed, or whether I 
managed, after ail, to get a peep at some other 
parts of thefield, must forever remain a mys- 
peat Certain it 1s that I found the Prince’s

PROPOSED OHANGE IN THE BY-LAWS— 
AN ORATION AND A DINNER. 

Boston, June 28.—The graduates of Har- 
vard who were fortunate enough to gain adnns- 
sion to the Harvard Chapter of the Phi Bota 
Kappa began to gather at an early hour this 
morning, and when the annual business meeting 
was called to order at 10 0’clock, in Upper Boyls- 
ton, at least 100 members were present. There 
were many distinguished gentlemen among the 
number, and a great many who had come from 
distant parts of the State in order to attend the 
annual gathering of the association. President 
B. R. Thayer presided, and after the re-election 


of the old board ef officers and the transaction 
of routine business, interest was aroused by the 
proposed change in the by-laws. This was an 
amendment, which reads as follows: 


“At the beginning of each academic year the Cor- 
responding secretary shali obtain frem the records 
of the college a list of not less than 8 nor more than 
15 of these Seniors who stand foremost in rank 
upon the work of the tirst three years of their col- 
lege course, to whom he shall issue certificates of 
membership in the fraternity. These immediate 
Members shall elect the remaining immediate from 
their class in accordance with the following rules:

* Second—Scholarship, together with good charac- 
tor, shall be the ground of election inte this society. 

* Third—Not more than 25 persons from each class 
shall be chosen immediate members.”

The vines all took well and have a fine growth, 
The vineyards are alive now with help trim- 
ming and tieing up the vines.

In making a report upon eight vetoed 
private pension bills the Senate Committee 
on Pensions indulges in labored criticisms 
upon President CLEVELAND’s exercise of 
the veto power. It practically takes the 
ground that he has no right to veto this 
class of bills for the sole reason that he 
differs in opinion with Congress as to their 
merits. This isan absurd position to take. 
The Constitution places no restriction 
upon the President’s power to disapprove 
of measures passed by Congress, and it is 
manifestly his duty to exercise his best 
judgment and act according to his sense of 
what public interests require. In many 
cases he has shown that the bills passed 
had no shadow of merit and that the benefi- 
ciaries had no claim upon the Government. 
Probably the fraudulent pensions that he 
has stopped bear no proportion to those 
which, for lack of time for careful scrutiny 
and from a disposition to give the 
benefit of doubt to the claimants, he 
has allowed to pass. That his vetoes of 
this class of bills have been so much more 
numerous than those of his predecessors is 
due to the reckless haste with which they 
have been passed by the hundred in the 
last three years. The disposition in Con- 
gress has seemed to be to bestow public 
money on anybody putting in a claim fora 
pension, while the President has striven to 
maintain some sort of distinction between 
those who are fairly entitled to it and those 
who are not. 





The Republicans in the House do not rel- 
ish being reminded in the course of debate 
on the Tariff bill that the platform of their 
party commits them to a policy of ‘free 
whisky” in preference to lower taxes on 
the necessaries of life. They protest that 
removing the internal revenue taxes does 
not mean ‘free whisky.” It means the 
reduction of the eost of that beverage to 
a mere fraction of what itis now; it means 
the removal of all national restriction upon 
its production and sale; it means making it 
next to impossible to prevent its illicit and 
unregulated production; it means that it 
would be doubly difficult to enforce probhi- 
bition in any State or county, and that 
the effect of licensing sales as 
a means. of restriction would be 
made nugatory. Furthermore, it would 
mean that the Government gave up 
$90,000,000 of revenue a year derived 
from a pernicious luxury for the purpose of 
retaining burdensome taxes on the raw 
materials of our manufactures and the ar- 
ticles of necessary consumption of all our 
people. So far as the policy of the National 
Government was concerned it would mean 
“free whisky” and nothing else.

We have before us the weekly report of 
J. W. HARRISON, coal and metal broker, San 
Francisco, dated June 16,1888. After re- 
marking on a depression in the prices of 
coal, due to considerable prospective arriv- 
als from Australia, the following statement 
is made: 


“There have been taken two American ships 
this week to proceed in ballast to Sydney and 
return with coal at a material reduction on 
former freight rates; as they require metaling, 
and this can be done so mueh cheaper there 
than here, the difference enables them to take 
a low freight with profit to the owners.” 


This is a beautiful specimen of ‘‘ protec- 
tion” in actual operation. The shipping 
trade is encouraged by being compelled to 
make a voyage of several thousand miles in 
ballast one way and at low freights the 
other for repairs to the ships. The shipyard 
is encouraged by being prevented from do- 
ing the repairing. The coal miner is en- 
couraged by the competition with Austra- 
lian coal. aided by the low cost of repairs in 


Sydney. Finally, the consumer is encour- 


aged by being forced to trust to these rare 
chances for cheap coal. What a blessing 
* protection” is all around and how much 
better the politicians in Congress manage 
our businessthan we could manage it our- 
selves if they would let us alone! 


In a recent case before Justice FERGUSON, 
in Philadelphia, the court madea statement 
of the value of stock in the Elgin Watch 
Company. By this it appears that the 
company had May 1, 1880, capital stock to 
the amount of $884,000, and surplus of 
$331,451 96, a total of $1,215,451 96. Up 
to the close of 1887 it had increased its 
capital purely by stock dividends from 
profits actually accruing to $3,000,000 and 
its surplus to $836,196 70, or a total of 
$3,836,196 70. In addition to this increase 
in capital and surplus from profits, being 
$2,620,744, or over 215 per cent., in seven 
years,. there had been a 10 per cent. cash 
dividend each year, except one, when 
20 per cent. was divided. These 
dividends must have amounted to at 
least another million, making the total 
profit on the investment as it stood May 1, 
1880, about 300 per cent. in seven years. 
A Chicago dispatch of June 19 as to the 
convention says that ‘“‘the Elgin Watch 
Factory Military Band entertained the vast 
audience with music,” by which it may be 
inferred that the Elgin Company is in 
sympathy with protection. Yet the history 
of the company is a splendid refutation of 
the theory of American industry requiring 
artificial stimulus or legislative favor. This 
one company’s profits for 1887 were more 
than four times as great as the total duties 
paid on all imported watches in that year, 
and its magnificent success is no more due 
to the tariff than are the conditions of our 
climate on the resources of our soil. 


The keynote of personal and national be- 
reavement and sorrow, which from the out- 
set had seemed the one to look for earliest, 
was at last fully struck by Emperor WILL- 
IAM II. in his address to the Prussian Land- 
tag. Had the speech then made been in the 
main his first general utterance after his 
father’s death, or had its tone of filial 
affection and affliction been that of his first 
proclamations, the astonished comment 
which from nearly all quarters greeted his 
earlier manifestos would hardly have ap- 
peared. Certainly he gains rather than 
loses in kingly spirit by his tribute before 
the Landtag to his father’s character, by his 
unstinted expression of a grief which is 
most natural, and by the declaration that 
he draws inspiration from his father’s ex- 
ample, The reported intention of the young 
monarch to visit St. Petersburg next month 
will, if well founded, further relieve the un- 
easiness caused by the militant tone of his 
earlier words, and even with his studious 
lack of allusion to France, will confirm the 
impression that peace in Europe is probable 
for the rest of this year. 


The rejection of the the Channel tunnel 
project in the British House of Commons on 
Wednesday was a defeat that really carried 
with it some omen of ultimate victory. 
Only a year ago the adverse vote was more 
than four to one; nowit is considerably 
less than two toone. It is quite remarka- 
ble that after so recent an alarmist episode 
as to the defenses of England a project of 
this sort, which is opposed solely on the 
ground of its furnishing a possible oppor- 
tunity to visit upon England the fate of 
Babylon, shows a growth instead of a 
diminution in strength. Probably consery- 
atism and the disposition not to create new 
and needless anxieties are more potent 
against this scheme than any real belief 
of invasion through the tunnel, Of course 
the successful use of it for this purpose 
would neutralize England’s navy, which is 
her main source of primary defense; yet the 
chances of a successful seizure of the Brit- 
ish end of the big submarine highway are 
so small that it seems an excess of caution 
to forbid its construction. Probably the 
thought that it will give one more source 
of worry, with or without reason, induces 
a good many members to vote against it. 





PEOPLE WHO ARE NOT SATISFIED. 
We are not sure after all that the person- 
ality of the Republican candidates is of no 
consequence in the national canvass. A 
good many people seem to have had a de- 
cided choice in the matter, and various 
causes of dissatisfaction have already found 
expression. Some of the objections that 
have been made to Gen. HARRISON seem to 
us altogether trivial, but even these 
may not be wholly without effect. We 
do not think it matters, for instance, 
whether or not the candidate is a descend- 
ant of one of CROMWELL’s favorite Gen- 
erals, who may or may not share in the 
hatred of the Irish for the great Protector. 
It would be rather hard to hold a man re- 
sponsible for his ancestors so far back as 
that. HARRISON is entitled to have the 
study of his pedigree for political purposes 
stop with old Tippecanoe, who was a good 
enough American. The charge of Know- 
Nothingism is also entitled to no considera- 
tion. A good many young men back in the 
early fifties were disposed to ‘‘ view with 
alarm” the consequences of the irruption of 
Roman Catholicism ‘from Ireland. They 
had been brought up with rather violent 
prejudices in religious matters, and the first 
great flood of immigration excited their 
aversion. But they have learned much and 
got over many things since then, and the 
Know-Nothing vagary ought not to be 
brought up against them. Besides the 
Know-Nothing is of the early days, being 
translated means to-day the restriction of 
immigration, and that is sound doctrine. 
HARRISON’S record on the question of re- 
stricting Chinese immigration is not satis- 
factory to many, but really it is not dis- 
creditable to him. When the Pacific coast 
agitation first began there were very many 
people who regarded it as intolerant and 
unreasonable. The old idea that all the 
gateways of this free land were open to 
the children of men to come and have 
a share of the advantages which it 
offered was still strong in many minds, 
and the special ground of objection 
to the Chinese was not fully appre- 
ciated. Toshut them out seemed te be a 
discrimination that was not consistent with 


ty. In opposing the restrictive measures 
Senator Harrison probably acted from 
a sense of duty. 
age the introduction of cheap labor is hard- 
ly to be supposed, in view of his present 
anxiety for the protection of workingmen 
against pauper labor in some other country. 
A Western workingman is quoted as saying 


that HARRISON went so far as to advocate 


enfranchising the Chinese, and so securing 
their votes for the Republican Party in re- 
turn for the favor, but of this we never 
heard. 

But there are workingmen who avow 
stronger grounds of objection to the leading 
candidate thanghis record on the Chinese 
question. They say that his sympathies 
have been with the railroad corporations, 
which he has had occasion to serve as a 
lawyer, a8 so many other able lawyers have, 
intheir troubles with their employés. At 
the time of the great strikes of 1877 he is 
said to have called upon the Governor of 
Indiana to use the military for the suppres- 
sion of the strikers, declaring that if he 
were Governor he would force them back to 
work or shoot them on the spot. We doubt 
if he ever made any such declaration, 
though it is claimed that there are affidavits 
in existence to prove it. Furthermore, the 
workingmen had conceived a very strong 
liking for Judge GRESHAM on account of his 
conspicuous fairness in dealing with cases in 
which their interests were involved and his 
evident solicitude to protect all their rights 
where corporations showed a disposition to 
encroach upon them, and they were not 
pleased to see him thrust aside to give place 
toaman whom they regard asa conspicu- 
ous representative of the corporations. 

This brings us very close to the cause of 
the dissatisfaction which is said to be felt 
by the ‘Granger element” of the North- 
west. The Grangers are cognizant of the 
fact that the forces which direct the 
final action of the Chicago Convention 
were in the control of men who have no 
sympathy with them, and that in the end 
the nomination was made satisfactory to 
these men. There was THURSTON, the at- 
torney of the Union Pacific Railway, heading 
the delegation of the anti-monopoly State 
Nebraska; HaymMonpD and EstTrE of Cali- 
fornia, who represented the great Southern 
and Central Pacific Railroad system, while 
DEPEW, the Eastern railroad magnate, was 
regarded as dominating the New-York dele- 
gation. The Chicago Tribune, which swal- 
lows the ticket with rather a bad grace, 
declares that by a combination of repre- 
sentatives of corporation interests the can- 
didates acceptable to the Grangers, includ- 
ing GRESHAM and ALLISON, were killed 
off one by one, and that Harrt- 
son finally came out ahead because he 
was most acceptable to the combination. 
The Grangers are evidently not happy over 
the result, and considering that many of 
them are strongly inclined to tariff reform 
and decidedly opposed to free whisky and 
tobacco, it may make a difference to them 
who the candidates are. At all events, the 
ticket and the platform will have to be 
taken together and the number of Repub- 
licans who are dissatisfied with one or the 
other seems to be large and likely to in- 
crease, 


ANTI-MORAL POLITICS. 


Four years ago Mr. SrtH Low was Mayor 
of Brooklyn. He had been elected by the 
votes of Republicans and Democrats. Of 
the former he received the ordinary party 
vote less that of a considerable number of 
**heelers” and their dupes, who thought he 
was too good aman forthem. Of the Dem- 
ocrats, those who supported him did so 
because he was a good man, He avowed 
at all times his profound belief in the prin- 
ciple of separating local from State and 
national affairs, and invited and received 
support from those who differed with him on 
national interests on the ground that he 
would respect this principle. When the 
national campaign was opened he believed 
that he had no right while Mayor to take 
any action that would affect the result, and 
he took none, not even declaring his person- 
al preference. When the election came, he 
voted for Mr. BLAINE on grounds that he 
has never, so far as we know, explained in 
public, but plainly in the exercise of his 
undoubted right as a citizen. Whatever 
his motive was, it was clearly not selfish, 
for it didnot appease the resentment of 
Republicans at his refusal to publicly sup- 
port Mr. BLAINE, and it did not, of course, 
secure the approval of the Democrats, 

When the national canvass was approach- 
ing this year Mr. Low took oceasion public- 
ly to advocate a rational and moderate re- 
duction of the tariff. He believed it to be 
best for the country and best, also, for his 
party. Whenthe National Convention of 
his party adopted a platform opposed to any 
reduction in the tariff, and to any change 
except such advance in the rates as would 
diminish the revenue, and openly avowed 
the preference of the party for the total 
repeal of the internal taxes on liquors 
rather than to surrender anything in 
the tariff, Mr. Low saw that he 
could ‘‘make no fight” for such an 
outrageous and absurd policy, and he said 
so. He accompanied the declaration with 
the statement that he did not propose to 
join the Democratic Party. He believes in 
parties strongly, but he also sees that they 
can be made of any real _use to the cause of 
good government only when they have 
been formed about common beliefs, and 
for this every man must be absolutely 
true to his own convictions. No man of 
ordinary intelligence can fail to see that 
Mr. Low’s course is honorable, upright, 
conscientious. No man of ordinary decency 
would on that account condemn him or 
sneer at him. 

It was reserved for the special organ of 
Mr. BLAINE in the New-York press to do 
this. ‘‘ The reason assigned by him,” says 
the Tribune of Mr. Low, “ for remaining neu- 
tral in 1884, and at last depositing a silent 
vote for Mr. BLAINE without aiding him in 
the canvass, was supersensitive conscien- 
tiousness. * * * Conscientiousness, in like 
manner. impels him now to withdraw from 
the Republican Party, because its platform 
is notin accord with two of his speeches. 
Mr. Low’s aspirations ought not hereafter 
to lead him outside of Sunday school. He

school politician.” This was intended to 
be crushing, but Mr. Low or any 
self-respecting man ought to regard it as 
creditable to him, The essential character- 
istic of the Sunday school as it is sustained 
and administered by hundreds of thousands 
of upright and God-fearing men and women 
in our land is the teaching of righteous- 
ness, of truthfulness, purity, and that high 
justice that would do unto others as you 
would have others do unto you. Ex- 
cept a man be a hypocrite and a 
sneak, and seek to cloak his vice 
in the garb of virtue, one would 
say that these Sunday school virtues would 
be honorable in any calling. The Tribune 
evidently perceives that they are ‘‘no use” 
in the politics to which.it is devoted. The 
man who practices them is “dismissed 
brusquely.” In the catalogue of qualities 
essential to success in the party of the Trib- 
une high place may be given to deceit, 
falsehood, duplicity, greed, and ‘ magnet- 
ism,” but to “conscientiousness” never. 


THE CRY OF “WOLF!” 

‘We find in a protectionist organ a dis- 
cussion by manufacturersas to the effect of 
areduction of the duty on watches. The 
topic is a popular one, and, moreover, it is 
peculiarly illustrative of the issue now 
joined before the people by the two parties. 

Literally thousands of American watches 
are made daily, and foreign watches are 
prevented from competing to the extent 
of a tariff addition to the cost to the Amer- 
ican buyer of one-quarter of the value of 
the timepiece. Protectionists, of course, 
attribute the growth of the trade to the 
duty. We don’t know what free traders 
think. Revenue reformers think the watch 
industry is one in which American genius 
in the organization of labor, and the ap- 
plication of machinery to the saving of 
labor, has found unusual scope. They find 
proof that the American watch trade flour- 
ishes without much regard to the duty in 
the fact that one-third of the American 
watches made are exported. The home 
market is oversupplied, and the quality 
and price enable the product of machinery 
to compete with the product of pauper 
labor. The argument is the same about 
clocks, in which America beats the world, 
and for the same reasons. 

Now, if paternal care for the American 
laborer is the motive of the tariff, we sub- 
mit that what is wanted is not a duty, but 
a law prohibiting the use of machinery. 
We are quite sure that if it be made 
a penal offense to import a foreign 
watch, or to carry one, and if such 
sompanies as the Elgin and Waltham be 
forbidden to use machines which displace 
hand labor, there will be an immense boom 
in the American watch trade. Of course, a 
Waterbury watch, for instance, instead of 
costing two or three dollars, would then 
cost as many score, and the hundreds of 
thousands who are now able to carry a 
cheap timepiece would have to go with- 
out. But work would doubtless be created 
for a number of watchmakers. 

Possibly this may seem protection gone 
mad. In that case an alternative is open to 
areasonable man. The use of machinery 
might be permitted and a moderate duty 
might be levied. Then, if all went well 
and no urgent reason for a change in the 
rate of duty appeared, the duty might be 
left unchanged. This is fair to the watch- 
maker, the watch buyer, and the watch 
dealer. Moreover, this is exactly what is 
proposed in the Mills bill. The present and 
the proposed duties are each 25 per cent. ad 
valorem. Any discussion as to the possible 
effect of a change in the duty on watches 
has no more relation to the watch trade of 
the United States in 1888 than speculation 
as to whether the Lick telescope will really 
disclose signs of boats on the canals in the 
planet Mars. 
temporary knew that nobody proposed to 
change the duty on watches. Its only mo- 
tive, then, was to frighten somebody who 
knew less about it. All is fair in politics, 
But this is to be a campaign of education, 
not of ignorance. Voters are going to have 
copies of CLEVELAND’s message, of the 
Mills bill, and of the law which em- 
bodies the Republican idea of a re- 
formed tariff before them. When ‘“ Wolf!” 
is shouted; inquiry will be made as 
to the age and fierceness of the beast 
before unreasoning flight is begun. This 
inquiry will include a determination as to 
whether levying an average duty of over 
40 per cent. is really traveling very far to- 
ward ‘“‘free trade.” It will also include a 
decision by every voter as to just how 
much of his earnings he can afford to part 
with, in the shape of payment of duties on 
goods bought, for the sake of argumenta- 
tively improving the condition of another 
wage earner, who is himself burdened by 
like demands upon his income. Voters are. 
going to decide these things, moreover, 
with less relation than ever before to pre- 
vious party servitude. It is going to ap- 
pear that those who are for a reasonable 
reform of a tariff strangling to trade and 
manufactures, and for the removal of war 
taxes in times of peace are more numerous 
than the Democrats. And it will also ap- 
pear that the crazy protectionists, who are 
forthe name and not for the thing, and 
who want to increase duties ranging from 
an average of twonty-odd per cent. to 189 
on castor oil, are less numerous than the Re- 
publicans. The returns next November 
will be instructive to fossils.

THE EXCISE CASES. 

Every citizen of New-York ought to take 
shame to himself at the showing made by 
the special Grand Jury touching the excise 
cases. The jury sets forth that at the be- 
ginning of this year there were 5,000 
complaints for violations of the excise 
law, which had accumulated since 1882, or 
at about the rate of a thousand a year. A 
still more shameful fact is that 3,000 of 
these complaints, or considerably more than 
a majority, had been outlawed by the lapse 
of time during which they had been gath- 
ering the dust of the District Attorney’s 
office. 

Everybody knows that offr excise law is 
by no means so stringent as it should be, 
and as it would be if liquor dealers did not 
exert far more than their numerical share of | 
influence and far more than is exerted by 


men of more reputable callings, in the work

of legislation. The regulations to which 
they are subjected are so inadequate that 
there is all the more reason for the thor- 
ough and unsparing enforcement of them. 
The only one of the regulations which can 
be said to bein the slightest degree harsh 
or oppressive is that which prevents the 
sale of beer to be drank on Sunday, among 
that considerable proportion of our pop- 
ulation to which beer is the ordinary 
table beverage. There is much to 
be said in favor of the modification 
of this provision. While it remainson the 
statute book, nevertheless, there is a special 
reason why it should be rigidly enforced, 
since the people whose habits require this 
indulgence are foreigners, whom it is neces- 
sary to impress with a respect for our laws 
instead of the contemptwhich they natu- 
rally feel for a law which its official guard- 
ians fail to enforce. There is not one word 
to be said in mitigation of the offense of 
breaking any other. excise regulations. 
They are broken with impunity simply 
and manifestly because the keepers 
of grog shops have political influence— 
influence with the police, influence 
with the magistrates, and influence with 
the public prosecutors. Justice to Col. Frr- 
LOWS requires it to be said that his adminis- 
tration of his office seems to be much more 
respectable in this particular class of cases 
than the administration of several of his 
predecessors. Of nearly 1,200 complaints 
received this year the Grand Jury reports 
that only fifty indictments remain without 
action. It is apparently to the application 
of Col. FEttows also that we owe the ‘ap- 
pointment of this special Grand Jury, 
although whatever praise may be due him 
on this account is more than neutralized by 
the fact that when the Grand Jury was 
actually summoned it was found that no 
business had been made ready for it, because 
Col. FeLLows found it more to his taste to 
attend a Democratic convention and to go 
off afterward on a pleasure excursion than 
to do his work. 

However this may be, the fact that 
within five years 3,000 complaints for vio- 
lations of the excise law have been neg- 
lected until they were outlawed is thor- 
oughly disgraceful to the city of New- 
York.. The Grand Jury. according to its 
presentment, ‘has positive evidence that 
the excise law is openly violated by some 
who have long done so with impunity.” 
This means that the liquor dealers of New- 
York are above even the law to which they 
have consented, and which without their 
consent could scarcely have been enacted. 
The business of liquor dealing is more 
or less closely connected with every variety 
of professional and organized crime. It is 
most intimately connected with professional 
and organized politics. The men engaged 
in it imagine that the time will never come 
when public indignation against the 
**saloon in politics” will become effective. 
But when the decent citizens of New-York 
thoroughly understand how the influence 
of the liquor trade debauches the legis- 
lative, the executive, and the judicial 
branches of Government, how it bribes or 
intimidates Assemblymen and _  police- 
men and Police Justices and Dis- 
trict Attorneys, they wiil find some 
way of enforcing the responsibility that 
the liquor dealers have so long suc- 
ceeded in shirking. That day, when it 
comes, will be a heavy day of reckoning for 
“the liquor interest.” In the meantime 
Mayor Hewittr might profitably reanimate 
the energy which seems to have grown tor- 
pid under his delusion that official rectitude 
is political suicide, and take to prodding 
the police for its inefficiency in enforcing 
the excise law. That is a subject upon 
which he is sure not to fall short of ma- 
terial. 


80 far ascan be made out from the re- 
portsof the regatta of the Eastern Yacht 
Club, the Volunteer beat the Puritan ex- 
clusively by going faster to windward, 
making up onthe beat, what she had lost 
onthe run and a handsome lead in addi- 
tion.

She proved to be decidedly 
the fastest yacht to windward tnat had 
ever been built, but the special expecta- 
tion of her designer was disappointed. She 
was not noticeably faster than the May- 
flower sailing free, and the indications of 
the cup races were that she was not quite 
so fast as the Thistle, though the two boats 
were at no time near enough together to 
make a really satisfactory comparison in 
this respect. Ifit be true that the Puriidn 
yesterday beat the Volunteer off the wind 
the Volunteer is an example of a highly suc- 
cessful experiment in a different direction 
from that in which the experimenter was 
working. Of course speed to windward is 
the most valuable quality a racing yacht 
can posess.

AN ABSURD POSITION. 


DEMOCRATS WHO OPPOSE CIVIL SERVICE 
REFORM, 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, June 28.—A sharp dis- 
cussion was precipitated at the mecting last 
evening of the Duckworth Club, the leading 
Democratic club of the State, by the reading of 
an invitatien to attend the convention of the 
Democratic league clubs in Baltimore, Append- 
ed to the invitation wasa declaration of prin- 
ciples, among which was this: “That the 
civil service laws which have been 
enacted shali be maintained and the 


course of the Democratic Administration of 
Presinent Cleveland in his interpretation and 
enforcement of those laws upheld.” The mo- 
ment the reading was concluded, Dr. T. P. 
Lindsay, a leading member, made a motion to 
decline the invitation ‘“‘on the ground that this 
club does not believe in civil service reform.” 
In a speech in support of the motion, he said: 
“There are too many Republicans now holding 
positions under Demoeraiic office holders in this 
city for me to eonsider this civil service law 
with any degree of good feeling.” 

President Martin called another member tothe 
chair, and spoke in faver of the motion. He 
said: “ Thisis just the opportunity I have de- 
sired for the expression of my views. The 
Democratic Party has suffered greatly from-the 
eivil service law, not through President Cleve- 
land, but en account of the failure of weak- 
Kneed Democrats, who have been appointed to 
office to give brother Democrats positions uuder 
them.” Deputy Internal Revenue Collector 
Brady and ex-County Solicitor Cosgrove spoke 
in the same strain, each being at pains to ex- 
empt President Cleveland from any blame in the 
premises. All of the speeches were received 
with applause. Upen further consideration, 
however, the motion to reject the invitation 
was withdrawn, and a substitute, directing that 
the invitation be received and filed, was adopted, 

Postmaster Riley and other Democratic heads 
of Government offices here, in speaking of the 
meeting to-day, said they should not departs 
from the policy they have been pursuing of 
strict allegiance to the civil service law. They 
said the position of the club in denouncing 
them and the law, but at the same time up 
holding the President, is absurd. 


AN UNDERGROUND ROAD. 


A COMPANY FORMED TO BUILD ONE IN 
CHICAGO. 

Cuicsco, June 28.—A company was in- 
corated under the laws of the State a few days 
ago to build an underground railroad for Chi- 
cago and the surrounding country. The com- 
pany is limited by its articles of incorpora- 
tion to a capital stock of $27,000,000, and its 
general plan is to build and equip 27 miles of 
road covering the several divisions of the city, 
the underground roadway to be from 100 to 
125 feet below the surface. The inecor- 


porators are Chesley R. Crumpton, L H. 
Clarke, George W. Wilson, George W. Waite, 
L. M. Nelson, Frank McMaster, James A, 
Slanker, and George H. Waite, all of whem 
live in the city or suburbs. George W. Waite of 
Hyde Park is the principal in the enterprise. 
The plan of the road, he said to-day, contem- 
plates digging a tunnel of sufficient capacity to 
admit of a double-track road, with shafts or sta- 
tious every ouarter of » mile, and the necessary 
elevators to handle passenger and freight busi- 
ness. The tuuuel is tu be lighted and drained, and 
being built so tar below the surface as to go be- 
neath the sewers and water tunnels, would be 
without objections. The cars are to be operated 
by electricity. Among other things, the com- 
pany proposes to furnish connections for shift- 
ing freight between the various railroads reach- 
ing Chicago. Just now the promoters are én- 
gagedin compieting plans to submit to oap- 
italists.

AN INTERESTING SCENE IN THE PAR- 
LOR OF THE THURMAN RESIDENCE 
—THE SPEECHES FOLLOWED BY A 
RECEPTION. 


CoMUMBDUS, Ohio, June 28.—The members 
efthe Democratic Notification Committee ar- 
rived in this city this morning in a special train, 
but it was afternoon before anything was done. 
The committee was appropriately received by 
committees of local Democratic Clubs. Accom- 


panying the committee were Gen. P, A. Collins | 


of Massachusetts and the Hon. & M. White 
of California. At 1 o’clock the committee 
started for Mr. Thurman’s residence, and It 
was announced that the meeting would be in 
that portion of the house occupied by his son. 
Tire party was received in the reception room of 
Mr, A. W. Thurman’s residence, which had been 
bedecked with flowers and plants, Gen. 
Collins and Mayor Jacobs of Louisville 
stationed themselves at the head of the 
room in front of the window. The other 
members of the committee and the various 


gentiemen present, having arranged themselves 
in a semicircle, awaited the entrance of Judge 
Thurman, who speedily made his appearance 
from the drawing room on the south. Mr, Thur- 
man was greeted with a burst of applause as he 
eame forward leaning on the arm of his son, 
it was an impressive scene. As sv0on as Mr, 
Thurman had taken his seat and bowed to the 
gentiemen standing ready to receive him, Gen. 
Collins advanced, and after shaking him by the 
hand, spoke as fcllows:

William Phillips of Lynn, with his 90 years, 
Was as sprightly as though his years had been 
reduced by half a century, and he anticipated a 
revival of the anti-slavery battles now so far in 
the past. Good fellowship wasthe one dumi- 
nant feeling, and the presence of the genialbard 
of Danvers, John G. Whittier, rendered their 
happiness supreme, Early in the day it was 
feared that Whittier would not be present, 
when this quaint and charming letterwas read: 
DANVERS, June 27, 1858. 
My DEAR FRIEND: I am not in a condition to 
“dine out,” butif my health admits I shall try to 
look in upon you at Parker’s fora few minutes, and 
shall shake hands with my old triends of 1848. We 
are all justly proud of the record of the party 
we formed 40 years ‘ge. It saved the 
Union; it abolished slavery. If tt has 
matie some mistakes incident to _ infallible 
humanity it has been and still is faithful to its 
original doctrine of human equality and the free ex- 
ercise of the rights of citizeuship, irrespective of 
color or condition. It has never goue back on the 
Declaration of Independence. We have good reason 
for rejoicing over its past, and in the prospects of 
ita future success and usefulness. Hoping to see 
thee to-morrow, I am always thy friend, 
JOHN G. WHITTIER. 
He did “look in,” but it was but fora few 
moments during the reception. He came down 
from his country home to joinin the last free 
soilcelebration that he wili probably ever at- 
tend, and he was the centre of an admiring and 
reverent throng during his stay. From 11 
until lL o’clock, the hour set for the banquet, 
the parlors were thronged with those who had 
accepted invitations te be present, and the 
sight presented was ove that was ealculated te 
arrest the interest and attention of the younger 
politicians of te-day. An interesting relic to 
those present was displayed by Cyrus Gale of 
Northborough, in the shape of a free-soil ballad 
that was sung at a free-soil meeting in Novem- 
ber, 1848. It was composed by Jairus King, 
and was to be sung to the tune of “ Dandy Jim.” 
The Hon. Edward L. Pieree presided at the 
banquet at 1 o’clock, and on bis right sat the 
Hon. Samuel E. Sewall, ‘tthe Nester of the Mas- 
sachusetts Bar,” bornin the last year of the 
jJast century, and Horace E. Smiih, Dean of the 
Law School at Albany. On his immediate left 
were the Hon. Frank W. Bird and Chief-Justice 
Mareus Morton. ‘The talks after dinner were 
naturally led by Mr. Pieree, and his ad- 
dress was largely historical in character. 
It stirred his venerable hearers when he recalled 
how they listened, with Samuel Hoar in the 
chair, to resolutions reported by Stephen C. 
Phillips, and to addresses by Charles Francis 
Adams, Charles Sumner, Henry Wilsoa, E. 
Reckweod Hoar, and others, all of whem are 
now dead except Mr. Hoar. Mr. Pierce was fol- 
lowed by the Hon. 8. E. Sewall, Thomas W. Hig- 
ginson, the Hon. Frank W. Bird, Gen. John L. 
Swift, and others, and no one tired of listening 
to their memories of pelitieal strife and stalwart 
deeds. 


A BIG STRIKE LOOKED FOR. 


THE IRON WORKERS AND MANUFACT- 
URERS WILL NOT AGREE, 

PITTSBURG, June 28.—As the Ist of July 
approaches the prospects of a settlement of the 
wage question by the iron workers and manu- 
facturers grow smaller, and a general strike of 
the mills west of the Allegheney Mountains 
now seems almost inevitable. Several of the 
prominent iron manufacturers stated this after- 
noon that their mills would clesedown on Satur- 
day noon, previding the iron workers did not 
agree to accept a reduction in the meantime. 
The latter is not at all probable. The iron 
workers have already decided otherwise, and 


no agreement is expected at the meeting be- 
tween the representatives of the Amalgamated 
Asseciation and the iron Manulacturers to- 
morrow. ‘* We expect that the Carnegies will sign 
the scale,” said one of the manufacturers to- 
day, *“‘ but if they do not the situation will not 
not be changed. A majority of mills will re- 
main idle from present appearances for several 
months,”’ 

A member of the manufacturers’ conferenee 
committee who was séeu to-day said: ,**We 
have as yet no intimation from the lodges of 
the Amalgamated Association that are recon- 
sidering the seale of wages, putif they insist on 
the reatlirming of the present scale we will not 
come to au agreement. It loeks tome as though 
there would be a strike. We can’t run our miile 
unless the employes accept’ a reduction in 
wages, Since the last conference representa- 
tives of a number of firms have come te mem- 
bers of the committee and insisted that we 
maintain our stand for a reduction. I antici- 
pate no serious break in the ranks of the manu- 
facturers. Even if one or two firms do sign the 
sézle the others will stand together. That 
would make no difference to us, but I believe 
this year that the manufacturers will eentinue 
to be more united than for years past.” 

The workmen are equally firm, and if the con- 
ference to-morrdw fails to reach an agreemert 
a long and bitter struggie is looked for. 
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CHEATING HIS CREDITORS. 
NeEw-OrRxLEANS, La, June 28.— Two 
months ago Messrs. Louis A. Gourdain and J. 
Courcier formed acopartnership to carry ona 
general ‘commission business in this city. 
Gourdain obtained a large lot of goods, grocer- 
ies, produce, &c., from various wholesale houses 


and launched into quite au extensive business. 
He did not operate on a strictly cash basis, his 
object being, as subsequent events proved, to 
amass as much cash as he could for his ewn 
personal benefit. Two weeks ago Gourdain disap- 
peared, and coineideut with his departure, it was 
ascertained that $7,000 belonging to his part- 
nerand the firm was missing. His creditors 
began to get alarmed and tinally he was traced 
to Chicago, Where he was arrested. The de- 
tectives were instructed to hold Gourdain until 
a requisition frum this State be sent to Chicago. 
Detective Gaster will leave fer Chicago tuis 
evening with the requisition. Affidavits were 
made against Gourdain by Mesars. Morris 
Schwabacher, Philip Thompson, and B. F. 
Glover for having obtained goods, &c., under 
false pretenses. The alfidavits state that they 
have sworn to the affidavits not for the purpose 
ot receiving their money, but to imstitute a 
criminal  proseention, Messrs. McCeskey 
Brothers, C. H. Lawrenee & Co., and 24 other 
firms are preparing to make affidavits against 
Gourdain for obtaining goods by false pretenses, 
Gourdain’s speculations foot up nearly $20,000.

POISONED HIS FAMILY. 


THE TERRIBLE CRIME OF A COLORED 
BOY. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla, June 28.—The ar- 
rest of Lemuel Dean, a young colored liad, here 
to-day brought to light the particulars of a 
heinous crime. The boy lives in Hansontown, a 
suburb, with his father, stepmother, and her 
three children by a former husband. On Mon- 
day George Dean, the father, ascertained that 
Lem had stolen arevolver from a dector living 
near. He made the boy return it, and also 
threatened him with 100 lashes for the theft. 
On Tuesday the entire family, extept Lem, and 
two young children of a neighbor who ate din- 
ner there, were taken violently 111. That even- 
ing two of the children died. An autopsy re- 
vealed poison in large quantities. ‘To-day 
George Dean died im great agony and in convul- 
sions. Several arrests were made, but the par- 
ties proved their innoeence. Finally Lem was 
arrested, and he at once confessed the horrible 
crime. 

On Monday he purchased a box of rat poison. 
On Tuesday he heiped prepare the potatoes for 
dinner, and, watching his chanee, threw in kaif 
the sontents of the box of poison. He showed 
the ofticers to-day where the remainder was, 
and manifested little concern for his erime. 
The two other children will hardly live through 
the night. The celored pevple are highly 
aroused over the affair, and weuld dispense 


quick justiee if they could get hold of the young 
prisoner.

WHAT WHOLESALE GROCERS WANT. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 28.—Major W. J. 
Johnson of Riehmond, I. Inbusch of Milwaukee, 
H. W. Spurr of Boston, Mr. Smith of New- York, 
and Mr. Dymond of Cincinnati, the committee 
appeinted by the Grocer’s National Convention 
to confer with the sugar refiners of the United 
States, spent to-day at the oflice of Harrison, 


Frazier & Co., preprietors of the Franklin 
Sugar Refinery. The committee conferred with 
Harrison Frazier & Co., E. C. Knight, and Claus 
Spreckels, The committee asks that the refiners 
grant to the wholesale grocers a rebate on sugar 
of one-eighth, three-sixteenths, er one-quarter 
eent per pound. They are not so particular as 
to the amount as that it shall be unitorm 
and the same to all members of the 
National Association. The local refiners 
answered that if ali the other refiners in the 
United States assented to the proposition they 
would alse, provided no law would be violated 
by the arrangement. Ihe committee assured 
the refiners that it eould control three-fourths 
of the sugar trade of this country, and that the 
refiners of New-York and Brooklyn tavored 
the rebate plan. The committee, ge to 
Boston to-day, expecting to complete its labors 
there. Though Claus Spreckels’s communication 
was had with the Pacific eoast refineries, and 
their attitude is the same as that of the refiner- 
les of this city, the commitiee is confident of 
success. The refiners say they are disposed to 
doany reasonable thing requested by their cus- 
tomers, especially if it willin any way benetit 


the refiaers or promote their own interests.

Pitcher was brought before Police Magistrate 
Dandurand this afternoon, when Mr. Hatten, 
Queen’s Counsel, Who appeared for the bank, 
asked a postponement tiil Tuesday, as bis client 
hadenly just arrived from Providence and it 
had not been possible to prepare their charge. 
Mr. Gueria, on behalf of the prisoner, o 
posed this demand on the ground that tt 
was asked in order to get admissions from 
Pitcher, and he challenged the prosecution to 
formulate their eharge. He had been sys- 
tematieaily bindered from communicating with 
hie client and had been able to see him only 
two hours before he was arraigned, and then 
the High Constable summoned him te withdraw 
and eventuaily caught him by the waist, which 
was an insult to the whole legal prefession.

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


ITS PRESIDENT ITS RECEIVER. 
THE OUTCOME OF THE MINNEAPOLIS 
AND 8T. LOUIS ROAD’S TROUBLE. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 28.—A most 
important case eame up this morning in the 
District Court in the shape of an application by 
Henry Seibert of New-York, as Trustee, for the 
appointment of a Receiver for the Minneapolis 
and St. Louis Railroad. It has been understood 
in business circles for seme time that the Minne- 


enues were being injuriously affected by the 


| operation of the inter-State commerce, law in- | 
creased competition at Minneapolis and St. Paul, | 


and other causes. In May the Board of Direct- 
ors resolved te make no payment of interest on 


bonds which should become due on the lst of | 


Jane, Default was made as to interest on the 
eonsolidated improvement and equipment bonds 
in January last. 

An investigation held by the holders of these 
bonds developed a claim that the earnings made 
by the rolling stock and other property which 
had been acquired with the proceeds of those 
bonds has been applied in the payment of inter- 
est on bonds secured by older mortgages. The 
majority of the holders of the improvement and 
equipment bonds resoived to dispute the right 
to make such application. This could be done 
only by a suit to foreclose that mortgage, in 
which a Receiver could be appointed to take 
charge of the property of the company 
and hold and Leipee ntn account for its 
income. Of four out of seven mortgages which 
are liens upon the 7h ged the Central Trust 
Company of New-York is the Trustee. The 
Inajority of the holders of the improvement and 
equipment bonds requested the Centrai Trust 
Company to resign its trust under the improve- 
Ment and equipment mortgage upon the ground 
that an attempt by it toassert theirrights would 
bring the Trustee in eonfiict with itself as 
Trustee in some of the other mortgages. The 
trust company declined to comply with this 
request, and steps were immediately taken by 
the holders of three-fourths of the bonds to re- 
move the Trustee and elect a successor in the 
manner provided by the mertgage. 

These proceedings culminated on the 25th of 
the present month by the election of Henry Set- 
bert of New-York as successor to the trust com- 
pany. Mr. Seibert, as soen as the appointment 
was made, notified the Minneapolis and St. Louis 
Railway Company that the principal and past 
due interest ef the improvement and equipment 
bonds were dus, and demanded payment of the 
same. The sum demanded exceeds $4,000,000, 
and compliance was refused. Trustee Seibert 
then filed bis complaint in the Dis- 
trict Court and asked for foreclosure 
and the appointment of a Receiver. 
The railway eompany appeared by its 
solicitors, and while admitting the insolvenoy of 
the corporation and the danger of obstructions 
to the operation of the property, insisted that 
there was no misconduct upon the part of the 
company or its officers, and ‘urged that in the 
absence of any allegations or proefs of such 
misconduct the Presideut of the company, who 
ia the person best advised as to the conditions 
and needs of the property, should be appointed 
Receiver. No objection was made to this nom- 
ination by the eounsel for the plaintiff, and 
President W. H. Truesdale was accordingly ap- 
pointed. He qualified in the matter direeted by 
the court, and is now in possession of the rail- 
way and other property of the company as Re- 
ceiver of the court and net asthe President of 
the company. 

Receiver Truesdale said to-day: “ The eir- 
cular issued May 26 by the ooerens explains 
the cause of the assignment. The inter-State 
law and the action of the Railread Commission- 
ers of Minnesota and Iowa are largely respensi- 
ble for the trouble. Then every dollar that has 
gone into the road has gone into bonds and we 
have been paying 7 per cent. interest on nearly 
all of them, and none bear less than 6 per cent. 
in the fall of the other troubles, the 
interest amounting to over $500,000 yearly, 
has been too great a burden. The 
appointment of a Receiver will have no effect 
upon the road as far as Minneapolis is con- 
cerned. It will run along as heretofore. In the 
meantime the company will be reorganized on a 
stronger basis. The bondholders will meet, and 
ifan amicable agreement is reached they will 
cut down the interest to4 or 5 per cent., where 
itshouid be, and issue new bonds, taking the 
percentage te whieh they are entitled. This 
will be tixed up within a year, unless there isa 
fight and the case gets into the courts.” 


NORTHWESTERN LUMBER RATES. 
EAv CLAIRE, Wis., June 28.—Lumbermen 
here have been notified that the question of 
lumber freight rates from manufacturing parts 
of the Chippewa Vailey to the Southwestern 
markets is again atisaue, and isto be passed 
upon by Arbitrator Midgley at Chicago on 
Saturday. The Northwestern line has never 


met the reduction of the differential made by 
the Chicago, Milwankee and St. Paul,and an 
effort is being made te cause the restoration of 
the old rate by the Milwaukee Road. In view of 
the great importance of the matter to the lum- 
ber sbippers of this section, a meeting of lum- 
bermen was held this. afternoon. It was de- 
cided to prepare and submit to the arbitrator a 
strubg argument against the proposed restora- 
tion of the old differential. The basis of tne 
arbitration is the eo whether or not the 
reduction of the dilferential by the Milwaukee 
and St. Paul is justified by the existence of the 
means of competition afforded by the Chippewa 
River water reute for lumber.

Joel B. Erhardt, having been granted a dis- 
charge from the Receivership of the New-York and 
Northern Railroad Company, the property has been 
turned over to the new Board of Directors, Mr. Er- 
hardt withdrawing from the management by a let- 
ter of resignation made public yesterday. The Rail- 


road Commissioners in their report of Jan. 17, 188%, 
say that the condition of the road “ has improved to 
such an extent that it may now be classed among the 
best maintained roads in the State.”

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A RATHER QUEER RACE 


THE SPEEDY AURELIA BEAT- 
EN BY RUPERT. 
RACELAND WINS THE EMPORIUM IN 
THE RAIN AND OVER A VERY 

SLOPPY TRACK. 

A driving rainstorm and weather that 
thilled one to the bones didn’t serve to keep the 
ardent lovers of racing from the Sheepshead 
Bay track yesterday. Three or four thousand 
men and women saw six races run over a track 
that the rain had converted into one great mud- 
puddle. The track wasn’t what would be called 
a heavy one, but was sloppy instead. Super 
intendent Frank Clark did everything he could 
to make life less miserable for those who were 
at the track, but as the rain drove into the 
grané stand from every direction nis efforts 
were necessarily not wholly successful, 

There were a couple of sensational races—the 
Emporium, honestly and cleverly won by God- 
frey with Mr. Belmont’s sixteen-thousand-dollar 
gelding, Raceland, beating a good field of 3-year- 
olds, and the renewal of the Universal Handi- 
cap, which Garrison, who rode Aurelia, pre- 
sented to Mr. Galway’s gelding, Rupert. The 
latter race caused a very considerable amount 
of adverse comment throughout the. grand 
stand and betting ring. Overcontidence on 
Garrison’s part may have been the cause of the 
defeat, or Aurelia, like most of Mr. Haggin’s 
horses, may have been out of condition and un- 
fit to race. Charitable persons will put 


one construction or the other on _ the 
race and be content. Garrison roile the 
mare under a hard pull for a mile or more, and 
either because Palmer wouldn’t let him do 
it, or because the mare wasn’t able to do it, 
did not make one of his characteristic rushes at 
the end. That Rupert, who is so very com- 
monplace sort of a horse just now, should have 
beaten Aurelia after her form in the City and 
the Croton handicaps at Jerome naturally cre- 
ated surprise and comment. She ought, on her 
form, to have beaten him something like a six- 
teenth of a mile, even at the differenve in 
weights. The judges took no offielal notice ef 
the very peculiarly ridden race, so Garrison 
didn’t have to make the explanations some 
judges would have asked him to, even if he was 
riding in Mr. Haggin’s colors. 

There was only one horse scratched from the 
firat race, and of the six starters Brother Ban 
was a slight favorite, with Portland only haifa 

oint behind, and Joe Lee next at 4to1l. Port- 
and was infront when the flag dropped, but 
Volunteer shot out at once, and led by a length 
to the half,James A. IL going into second position 
with Portland lapped. Rounding the turn Joe 
Lee and Brother Ban, who had been lying 
fourth and fifth, respectively, began to improve 
their positions. At the three-quarter 
pole Volunteer had gone her distance 
and retired to fourth place, Joe Lee going into 
the lead as they rounded for home. James A. 
was still second and Brother Ban third. The 
finish was tame. Joe Lee won easily by two 
lengths, and Brother Ban, who had passed James 
A. half a furlorg from home, defeated the latter 
a length and a balf forsecond place. Volunteer 
was four lengths further back and half a dozen 
in front of Portland, the latter falling baok at 
the half pole and never showing afterward. 

With 13 2-year-olds in the five anda half fur- 
longs race it had too much “the appearance of a 
scramble to warrant any big piunging by the 
bettors, especially with the conditions. of the 
track and the factthat little or nothing was 
known of most of the youngsters in such goings. 
Singlestense looked the safest of the lot to rely 
upon, and he was installed favorite, though the 
odds of 3 tol could be obtained against him 
right up to the time of starting. Glory, for the 
first time carrying the red and green of W. C. 
Daly, was made second choice, Censolation 
pressing her closely, with Harrisburg aud Flood 
Tide about the only others backed. There was 
an unpleasant delay at the post, and when the 
fiag dropped it was to a very bad start, 
My Fellow, Dalesman, Singlestone, Glory, and 
Sorrento being the order of the tirst five 
strung out, with Darling, Consolation, and Har- 
risburg getting away very badly, and Flood 
Tide virtually left at the post. Dalesman and 
My Fellow ran in company for a furlong, when 
the latter went to the front and led into the 
stretch, with Glory second and Dalesman third. 
Glory bolted to the outer rail on the swing, into 
the stretch, thereby throwing herself out of the 
race.

Bent him right along, and so fast did he run that 
he was fifth at the finish. 

There were only two starters in the renewal 
of the Universal Handicap, Aurelia and Rupert, 
and the backers of Mr. Haggin’s mare Aurelia, 
naturally a strong favorite, had the pleasure of 
seeing her beaten by a head when she could 
have won by lengths simply because Garrison 
held her back until too late before making his 
run. Paimer took Rup»rt to the frout immedi- 
ately the flag fell and Garrison allowed Aurelia 
to trailtwo or three lengths behind. He made 
no effort to overtake Rupert until on the turn 
for nome, when by a little urging he got the 
mare to within half a length of the leader.

IT REALLY WAS A COLD WAVE. 


AND THE CITY HAD A LITTLE TOO 
MUCH OF A GOOD THING. 

The cold wave has reached this city 
at last, and the big thermometer in front of 
Hudnut’s continued to fall from 3:30 Wednes- 
day afternoon, when it registered 81°, until 12 
o’clock last night, when it haa reached 52°, The 
rain fell heavily throughout the greater portion 
of yesterday and rendered the atmosphere quite 
chilly. In the evening overcoats were at a 


premium, and, though the rain had ceased 
by 9 e’olock, a cold and piercing northeast 
wind continued to blow, which had the effect of 
driving the majority of the city’s pedestrians to 
their homes. The average temperature of 
Wednesday was 7353°, against 72%3° for the 
same day in 1887, and yesterday the thermom- 
eter averaged 6033°, against 7414° for the same 
dao in 1887. The temperature yesterday was 
70° at 3 A. M., 65° at 6A. M., 66° at 9 A. M., 
61° at 12 M., 58° at 3:30 P. M., 57° at6P. M., 
54° at 9 P. M., and 52° at midnight. 

All the neighboring watering places were de- 
serted, even the tireworks failed to draw the 
usual crowd to Manhattan Beach. 

The surf was so heavy at Long Branch that 
the iron steamboats didnot go down. Sunerin- 
tendent Taylor took up the landing platform of 
the ocean pier last night.

MR. STARIN NOT IN OONTEMPT. 

In August, 1884, an action was begun in 
the Superier Court by the city against John H. 
Starin and the Independent Steamboat Com- 
pany, and an injunction was procured restraining 


the defendants from operatinga ferry between 
this city aud Staten Island. The injunction was 
served upon the officers of the Independent 
Steamboat Company, including Mr. Starin. The 
company. however, continued running its boats 
notwithstanding the injunction. A motion was 
mado to punish Starin for contempt, and in Oc- 
tober, 1885, he wa judged guilty of contempt 
of court. An appeal was taken from that order. 
Senator Conkling during his lifetime repre- 
sented Mr. Starin and upon his death ex-Judge 
Dittenhoefer took his piace. They contended 
that the injunction order was absolutely void, 
for the reason that no injunction can issne to re- 
Strain a eorporation from carrying on its busi- 
ness without first giving notice to the company. 
Tne General Term of the court has now decided 
to reverse the order of the court below, thus re- 
lieving Mr. Starin of any contempt.

THE MONEY I8 SAFE, 


Charles H. Daniels, the Referee appointed 
to examine the accounts and funds of the Su- 
preme Court on deposit with the City Chamber-

THEY OAN SHIP FREIGHT FOR 
ALMOST NOTHING. 

IN ADDITION TO THE CUTTING OF RAIL- 
ROAD RATES, 
HAVE A WAR OF THEIR OWN. 

So much underbilling and cutting of 
freight rates by the various trunk and trans- 
continental lines of railroads has been going on 
of late thatit became advantageous to all ship- 
pers to send even small packages of goods by 
freight rather than pay the express rates. In 
addition to this, a great rivalry has been going 
on for some time between the several 
express companies doing business in New- 
York, and west-bound freights have now 
become a great bone of contention be- 
tween the express and railroad companies, 
and every one is striving to 
the lion’s share wf the business, almost regard- 


less of prices. It is said that a shipper can al- | 


most name his own terms on freight either by 
railroad or express, and thatif one company 
offers a certain figure another will almost surely 
beatit. This state of affairs isa boon to sbip- 


pers, though not very profitable to the railroad 
or express companies, and it is stated that 
— have often been carried at an actual 
O88. 

Previous to the purchase of the Erie Express 
Company by the Wells-FargoCompany a constant 
struggle existed between that company, the 
Baltimore and Ohio, and the United States Ex- 
press Companies for business. In some in- 
stances through-bound Western freights have 
been carried by express as low'as 90 cents per 
100 pounds to Chicago and other Western 
points, and many contracts, some for two and 
three years and even a longer period, are said 
to have been made for prices ranging from 
= to $1 50, and they are still in existence. 

ome of the freight thus captured naturally be- 
longed to the trunk lines, and tue railroads were 
hurt nota little by it. The matter was taken up 
in Commissioner Fink’s office, and an effort is 
sald to have been madeto bring the express 
companies under the control of the inter-State 
commerce law, but without avail, and through- 
out the last Spring solid trains of express mat- 
ter were sent out over the roads on which these 
companies were running. The American Ex- 
press Company, where it has been possible to do 
80, has puraued a more conservative policy than 
this and has cut rates only to such points as it 
was compelled to do in making every effort to 
keep its old customers, but it absolutely re- 
fused to carry any express matter at less than 
the actual cost of transportation. 

The Adams Company has probably been the 
most independent of all, and has maintained its 
own rates in spite of every cut made by other 
lines, ita valuable business with the Govern- 
ment returning a heavy revenue. [t has, how- 
ever, formed many new side companies to com- 
pete with lines that encroach upon its territory, 
and in these cases the Adams Compauy does the 
cutting. 

Probably the most aggressive of all is the 
Unitea States ExpressCompany, and under Mr. 
Platt’s management a desperate fight has been 
waged for years for Eastern business, with 
ultimate success. A large amount of freight is 
carried to this city from Eastern mills for par- 
ties in this city, which is consigned to William 
Hutton, the company’s agent here. The charges 
are prepaid in each instance and the rate 
remains a secret between the company and the 
shipper. These goods were formerly carried by 
the Adams and New-York and Boston Dis- 
pateh companies, but now that business is 
controlled by the United States. The New-York 
and Boston Dispatch is alleged to be controlled 
by the Adams, and is operated over the Fall 
River Liue. The United States Company was 
shut out from the Pennsylvania reads recently 
on protest of the Adams Company, but Mr. 
Piatt established a line to Philadelphia by way 


‘of the Jersey Central Road to Barnegat and 


thence by boat via the Delaware River, and now 
the war between these two companies is raging 
hot along the whole Jersey coast. The United 
States Company is also fighting the local com- 
panies in Paterson, and has started a side com- 
pany known as the Paterson Dispatch. 

There is an effort on foot now, however, to 
bring this state of affairs to a sudden termina- 
tion by forming an agreement between the 
American, United States, and Wells-Fargo 
Companies to restore the rates te their former 
basis. The Adams Company has been invited 
to join issues with these three companies, but it 
18 said the managers of that company absolutely 
refuse to have anything to do with such an 
agreement, Considerable jealousy has arisen 
sivee the Wells-Farzge Company gained con- 
trol of the Erie, as its business now 
all goes to that road, This jealousy has gone 
so far that the Wells-Fargo Company and the 
Adams Company refuse either to pay any ad- 
vance charges to each other or to collect at des- 
tination on freights which it is necessary to 
transfer from one to the other. As a result of 
this, losses are often sustained by both com- 
panies. An effort has been made to settle this 
question by law, Sut as yet no law has been 
found within the statutes which will compe! one 
express company to advance charges to another, 
the custom being simply a matter of courtesy 
between them. 


THE SPECIAL GRAND JURY. 


SOME RAPS AT THE METHODS OF THE 
DISTRICT ATTORNEY’S OFFICE. 

The Special Grand Jury came into the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer yesterday and re- 
portedto Judge Barrett that it had done every- 
thing in its power up to that time, whereupon 
he discharged it until Sept. 24, when it will re” 
assemble for business. Henry E. Hawley, the 
foreman, read a report, in whichthe Grand Jury 
says it has investigated everything referred to it 


with the exception of the alleged election frauds. 
* The evidence in the latter,’’ the repert says, 
**not being ready to be submitted to the Grand 
Jury until Monday last, and the jury having 
been informed by the District Attorney that this 
matter would require a more lengthy investiga- 
tion than it would be possible to give it during 
the present week, the jury felt that it was more 
in the public interest to complete as far as pos- 
sible the matters which had already been 
brought to their notice by the District At- 
torney.” 


Speaking of the great accumulation of excise 
cases With whichit has to deal the Grand Jary 
gays: 

“This vast accumulation of complaints ay 
the past few years would seem to indicate a lack o 
disposition or efficiency or elise lack of time and op- 
portunity on the part of the officers appointed to 
prosecute such violations of the law. Whatever the 
causes may have been which have permitted these 
thousands of cases to remain ‘pigeon-holed,’ the 
Grand Jury feel that they must now call the atten- 
tion of the court to these iacts and insist that the 
law officers of the city whose duty itis to see that 
these excise violations are acted upon shall use 
every meansin their power to enforce the law and 
dispose of them.” 


In regard to alleged Aldermanic corruption, 
the report says: 

“The Special Grand Jury have given a large por- 
tion of their time to an investigation bearing upon 
the action of some members of the Board of Alder- 
men in respect tocertain grants and franchises 
Anxious to do their full duty in these important in- 
vestigations, the Grand Jury have carefully consid- 
ered every maiter bearing upon the charges made, 
but they have not yetfound sufficient evidence to 
warrant them in presenting any public olfticer for 
a violation of his trust. The jury, however, feel it 
incumbent upou them to say that premature pub- 
licity and dilatory and incomplete te ors of 
evidence is not conducive to the effectual investiga- 
tion of offenses of this character. Furthermore, if 
citizens claiming respectability by reason of official 
j ngece g in prominent corporations prove unwill- 
ng and recalcitrant witnesses when sammorned De- 
fore the Grand Jury, we can have little hope of 
reaching at the very truth until on the parc of such 
men a higher moral tone is established.’ 

Judge Barrett said he would call the District 
Attorney's attention to the exvise cases and sug- 
gest that such action be taken that there should 
pot again be presented the spectacie of over 
2,000 cases dismissed because of the Statute of 
Limitations. He would recommend more fre- 
quent Special Grand Juries.

are divided into 50 sleeping apartments and 
closets and bath and toilet rooms, except the 
twoupper floors of the wing overlooking the 
river. These are thrown into one large hall, 
about 30 by 80 feet in extent and over 18 
feet high, in which will be centained 
the museum connected with the hospital. The 
building was furnished completely from top to 
bottom with white eak chamber and antique 
oak office, reception, and dining room furniture, 
linen, bedding, tableware, silver and range fur- 
niture, and, as given yesterday to the city, cost 
the donor nearly $100,000. The _e exer- 
cises of the transfer were conducted by Presi- 
dent Thomas J. Brennan of the Department of 
Charities and Correction. The Rev. Dr. Brown, 
the new Reotor of St. Thomas’s Church, read 
from the Scriptures and ledin prayer. Chaun- 
cey M. Depew delivered an address, at the close 
of which he read the following letter: 

The Hon, A. 8. Hewitt, Mayor of New-York: 

SIR: In the great development of means for car- 
ing for the helpless sick which marks the present 
century no want has been more felt than that for 
trained nurses. Medical science made immense ad- 
vances, but while the schools furnished physicians 
and the humane epirit of the age built and endowed 
hospitals, it was still hard to supply the skilled care 
which often does more than medicine for the sut- 
ferer. The Training School for Female Nurses was 
agreat gain. Personal observation of the good it 
had done led me to think that an equal service 
might be rendered Ld an institution for the training 
of male nurses. The humane work of the phy- 
sicians in charge of Bellevue and other city 
hospitals. could thus be efficiently sup- 
plemented, and the sufferings of the poor 
under their care alleviated, while the community 
would gladly employ all the male nurses the hos- 
pitals could spare, and so enabie the students thus 
trained to make the vocation of nursing their life- 
work. * * ~*~ Ihave therefore taken great pleas- 
ure in erecting a building on the grounds of Belle- 
vue Hospital for this purpose. * * * I begnow to 
hand you herewith the keys, and make over to the 
city the ownership of this building and appliances 
fora Training School for Male Nurses, with the 
hope that it may preve a permanent addition to the 
means for alleviating suffering in this great city and 
country. Very respectfully, D. O. MILLS. 

Mr. Mills then passed the keys of the institu- 
tion over to the Mayor, who received them and 
ogame thanks to the donor for his munificens 
gift. 


WITH POISON AND RAZOR. 


THE SUICIDE OF PROF. FRANCIS P. LAN- 
TRY AT THE ASTOR HOUSE. 


Prof. Francis P. Lantry of Manlius, N. 
Y., committed suicide yesterday morning at the 
Astor House by cutting his throat with a razor. 
As shown by a letter found in the room he had 
intended to die by poisoning, but after taking 
repeated doses of morphine pilis—in all 
100, of one-eighth grain each—without 
tatal effect, he used the razor. Among 
other letters which he left was one ad- 


dressed to his wife, in which he begs forgiveness 
for his act, and refers to his affection for her, 
and expresses the hope that they will some time 
be reunited. Another writing, addressed ‘“ To 
Whom it May Concern,” bewails the “irony of 
fate’ that forced him to give up life, but de- 
clares that the fault is chiefly his own. It is 
supposed from two letters found in bis coat 
pocket that the financial difficulties: which were 
evidently the immediate cause of his suicide had 
been accumulating for about three years. To 
J. Jefferds of Grand Rapids, Mich., he writes for 
a loan of $1,000. Mr. Jefferds had never received 
it, for it was marked unclaimed. 

Lust Tuesday morning Lanutry visited the 
office of J. Meyer, an agent of the Equitable 
Life Insurance Company, and told that gentle- 
man tnat he was greatly in need of money. Mr. 
Meyer sent a small sum to tim in the afternoon 
at the Astor House, 

Lantry was 44 years of age. His early life 
was passed in Lima,Genesee County, this State. 
He was graduated at the Genesee College of 
that place, and taught the district school for 
afew years and was aeontributor to various 
educational papers. About 14 years ago he set- 
tled in Manlius, having been appoimted Prinetl- 
pal of the Union Free School in that town. He 
married Margaret Van Schaack, who belongs to 
one of the oldest and most distingy! hed families 
in New-York State. Aaron J. ¥ auderpoel be- 
came his brother-in-law, the well-known lawyer 
having also married one of the Misses Van 
Schaack. Another daughter of the same family 
was narried to the Rev. Mr. Ward of Engie- 
wood, N. J., who about a year ago attempted to 
shoot her ana afterward took his own life, 

Just after his marriage Lantry was appointed 
Instructor of Teachers’ Institutes, and became 
widely known as a lecturer on edueational sub- 
jects. His salary in this position was $2,500 a 
year, and he lived fully up to it. He held the 
place four years, but was finally removed, it is 
said, because of dissolute habits, Since the 
death of Mr. and Mrs. Schaack, his wife’s 
parents, he has been in embarrassed circum- 
stances. His eyesight failed, and it was with 
difficulty at times that he could see at all. 

The body was removed from the Astor House 
to an undertaking establishment. Augustus H. 
Vanderpoel called there, and ordered the body 
embalmed and sentto Syracuse, where it will 
be interred by friends.

THE OOPPER SYNDICATE’S GRASP, 

The news from London thatthe French 
copper syndicate has purchased for three years 
the output of two of the leading copper mines 
in Japan is only a confirmation of the story 
which was generally known here in the trade 
nearly two months ago. At that time, accord- 


ing to 8. Mendel, the agent of the syndicats in 
this city, negotiations looking to this end had 
been consummated by cable, and only lacked 
the formalities of written agreements. These 
have now been exchanged, and the engagement 
goes intoeffect at once. The mines in question 
are the oldestin Japan. The amount of copper 
sent to England from Japan has heretofore 
rarely exceeded 1,000 tons a year, and for the 
most part the entire surplus over home con- 
sumption has been taken by China and India. 
Last Fall, however, when the market prices of 
copper began to climb under the manipulation 
of the syndicate, some enterprising merchants 
gatbered up all the old copper they could find 
in China, amounting to about 1,000 tons, and 
consisting of old saucers, images, cups, lamps, 
mantel ornaments, toys, and figures of various 
shape. This attracted attention to the countr 
as a source of supply, and compelled the syndl- 
cate to secure the surplus eutput of the prin- 
cipal minesin order to protect their European 
and American markets. The amount the syndi- 
cate will have to take is estimated at not to ex- 
ceed 8,000 tons per annum. 


FOR HARVARD AND YALE. 
Examinations for admission to Harvard 
and Yale were commenced at Association Hall, 
Fourth-avenue and Twenty-third-street, yester- 


day, and will continue until Saturday evening 


at 6e’clock, The candidates for admission to 
Harvard numbered 41 males and 21 females. 
Prof. Bartlett was in charge. Up stairs, under 
the watchful eyes of Prof. Eaton and Prof, 
Wheeler, 74 young men were undergoing the 
ordeal necessary to secure their entrance at 
Yale. The examination embraces Latin, Greek, 
physics, mathematics, geometry, French, Ger- 
man, and kindred subjects.

JOHN KEENAN’S DEMAND, 
HEMAN CLARK’S EXPLANATION OF THE 
SUIT. 

The suit of John Keenan against Heman 
Clark, which was sprung asa sensation im the 
Court of Common Pleas, fell rather flat among 
those whom it was intended to drive into ex- 
planations and apologies. Neither side to the 
aqueduct investigation, indeed, could squeeze 
much news out of it, for almost every material 
allegation in the suit had been made public in 
the course of the Senate committee’s investiga- 
tion, when the agreement showing Keenana 
interest in the firm of O’Brien & Clark was put 


in evidence. Regarding the immediate suit, 
which calls fer an accounting to give Keenan 
his due share of the pretits of operations of 
Heman Clark & Co., Mr. Clark said yesterday: 
“Thave demanded that Keenan shail produce 
the agreement by which suck operations were 
to be conducted and then he must prove that 
work was douse. Keenan came to me in 1884, 
He represented himself to be a man of large 
wealth and influence and wanted to do business 
with me, After about a year, during which 
nothing was done, we became actually tired of 
our contract. Idestroyed my copy of our agree- 
ment aud he said he would destroy bis. No 
work was ever done by Heman Clark & Co., 
but all the work in which I have been interested 
here has been done by O’Brien & Clark. 

*Keenan’s one-sixth interest in the firm of 
O’Brien & Clark was explained by testimony 
and documents before the Senate eommittea, 
For certain work and other considerations to be 
performed and rendered he was to have a one 
sixth interest. That agreement was made after 
the original enterprise, on which this suit is 
brought, was abandoned. He failed to comply 
with the conditions that were to yield bim a 
partnership interest. When the firm, in the 
le yer of its business, needed several hun- 

red thousand dollars he refused to help, and 
never said anything of his connection with us. 
It is a question yet to be tested whether by such 
refusal and silence and by his failure to comply 
with the other conditions of partnership he did 
not forfeit all claim upon the firm. notice 
that one of the newspapers casts a reflection 
upon De Lancey Nicoll, intimating that he may 
have been 1p our employ while serving also as 
counsel for the minority of the Senate commit- 
tee. Mr. Nicoll was never in our office or in our 
employ.” 

It appears that Keenan has of late been de- 
manding money of O’Brien & Clark, claiming 
title to one-sixth of the profits. Col. Mooney 
said that the demands began several months 
ago, but the firm refused tuo accede to them. 
Whether the demands sprung from ehagrin or 
resentment or because Keenan is pressed for 
funds, Col. Mooney would not undertake to say, 
when asked for his opinion of Keenan’s motive 
in pressing the suit. Both Col. Mooney and Mr. 
Clark thought that Keenan expected to deriva 
comfort of some kind by publishing that he had 
been connected with the firm. Further than 
this they regarded his latest meve as in the 
nature of a blind strike for money and revenge,
